He is so completely 
master of his instrument that the tech- 
nique becomeg subornidate to the thought, 
and added to this is a certain charm of 
style which Charles Dudley Warner de- 
fines as the agreeable personality of 
the artist, completing one’s conception 
of the ideal planist. 

The program began with the delicately 
graceful Mozart sonata in A major, 
which closes With the brilliant Turkish 
march; then came the Schubert dance 
music, very German and rythmic, but 
not at all romantic; following this were 
several minor numbers, which closed 
with Tschaikowsky’s tender and somber 
“October,” leading both artist and lis- 
teners into a mood to receive the group 
of Chopin numbers. 

The first numbers in this group were 
two mazurkas, exquisite love poems, into 
which Chopin has woven snatches of folk 
songs, strains from the old love songs 
of the Mazurs, transformed by the al- 
chemy of genius into fairy dances; the 
waltzes, too, of which Mr. Welsh play@a 
the one in A flat major, were never 
meant to be danced by mortals. 

The great polonaise in E flat minor, 
sometimes known as the “Revolt Polo- 
naise,’’ followed, and the climax was 
reached in the B minor Scherzo, which 
Mr. Welsh played with the freedom and 
fire already familiar to those acquainted 
with his work. The exquisite tone gaul- 
ity of the middle section and the tremen- 
dous crescendo whick followed it were 
particularly remarkable. The concert 
closed with the Sonata Appassionata of 
Beethoven, which Mr. Welsh substituted 
by request for the Sontata Pathetique. 
Mr. Welsh’s interpretation of the great 
work is already well known. The in- 
tense passion of the first movement, the 
religious écstacy of the Adagio and the 
headlong fury of the finale, interpreted 
in the rich colors of modern piano play- 
ing, and with that self-effacement which 
characterizes all of Mr. Welsh's Beetho- 
ven work, served to deepen the impres- 
sion of the past, and to confirm the opin- 
ion, already expressed by many, that 
there has been no such playing in many 
years except from a few visiting, artists. 
In the musical awakening which seems 
just now to have taken hold of Atlanta, 
it would seem that Mr. Welsh is destined 
to play an important part.

THE KING FAMILY. 


It is my intention to compile and pub- 
lish a history of the southern King fam- 
fly, provided I secure sufficient cooper- 
ation of King descendants. I wish (1) 
traditions, since traditions often serve 
to identify the branches to which they 
pertain; (2) dates and places of birth, 
marriages and deaths of the early. an- 
cestors and their wives; (3) records of 
all kinds, even seemingly unimportant 
details. 

A careful study of the King history 
shows that most of the southern 
branches descend from the Virginia 
family. 

The Bertie county, 
records are the most complete King 
recorfis so far found. The lines of John 
H. King. and of George Clark King ex- 
tend to about 1730. John H. King was 
the father of my grandfather, Benja- 
min, King, who died in Dallas county, 
Alabama, in 1857. J. H. King moved 
from Bertie to Robertson county, Ten- 
nessee, after 1817, and thence to Dalias 
ecunty, Alabama, where he died.

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COLUMBUS S CIRCULAR 
VIRTUAL IMPEACHMENT, 
SAYS VICE PRESIDENT 


Every member of the Georgia division 
who has occasion to comment pwblicly 
on the Wirz monument site problem 
launches at once into its history, as 
made at the past four conventions— 
Macon, Americus, Augusta and Savan- 
nah. The circular from the Columbus 
chapter, however, gives no clew to the 
numerous postponements, never inti- 
mating that a deep-seated antipathy 
to doing the wrong thine—namely plac- 
ing the Wirz memorial at the originally 
proposed site—was the reason this ques- 
tion has so long pended. No mention 
is made of the fact that when the 
convention was at its best at Americus 


when the convention was ebbing away, 
the question was reopened and sent on 
to the Augusta meeting—nor stating 
that of the 1!100*votes at Augusta 46 
were for Andersonville and 9 against. 
49 not voting. Nor does it mention 
that at Savannah—on the question of 
recission of the Andersonville site, 98 
votes for recissjon were qounted against 
74 against recfSsion—and when the res- 
olution to offer the monument to Rich- 
mond was voted on the extra day of 
session—a mere handful were present. 

The Columbus circular invokes sym- 
pathy for the Richmond transportation 
and arrangement committee, on the 
ground that ‘they had faithfully carried 
out their arduous: duties as far as pos- 
sible. If they did this in spite of the 
forewarning petition for reconsidera- 
tion, that was sent to the chairman and 
other members of that committee, to 
the Richmond confederate association. 
as well as to the whole of the Georgia 
division by Mrs. Helen Plane, et al., 
then it was the fault of said committee 
alone, for the popularity of the move- 
ment swept on to success, registering 
more than the required two-thirds call- 
ing for special session,

in response to the call for reconsidera- 
tion saved the monument from being 
shipped to Richmond immediately, de-

A Virtual Impeachment. 

The Columbus circular virtually calle 
for an impeachment of the executive 
board, and the president of the Geor- 
gia division by that division in conven- 
tion assembled for the extra session, 
which said division itself had demanded, 

If the constitutional warrant, which 
is “‘the president and six members of 
the executive board, may call an extra 
session of the division in an emer- 
gency,’ is not found.in the appeal for 
same from sixty-six chapters, then must 
the word emergency be eliminated from 
the phrasing of the constitution or 
from the dictionary. It is greatly to 
be regretted that the Columbus and Sa- 
vannah circulans freely predict  bit- 
terness or heart-iburnings as neces- 
Sary outcomes of the extra session. 

The high motives which actuate the 
opponents to the Andersonville site pre- 
clude all possibility of bitterness. They 
beg for a continuation of the good 
works of peace—would memorialize 
without the sptrit of retaliation, would 
show the same spirit of kindliness that 
the United States government shows in 
replacing the name of Jefferson Davis 
or Cabin John Bridge, in placing monu- 
ments to confederate dead in northern 
burial places, in givin~ a place at Ar- 
lington national cemetery to us for our 
confederate dead, and the same spirit 
which gave the cOmmand to remove 
from Andersonville prison yard all ex- 
pressions of hostility toward the south 
and toward Captain Wirz.

“BLEEDING” NEED NOT 
BE FATAL TO TIMBER 


“Bleeding” pine trees for their resin, 
to which chiefly longleaf (Pinus palus- 
tris) and Cuban pine (Pinus hetero- 
phyla) are subjected, has generally 
been regarded as injurious to the tim- 
ber. It has been claimed that both 
durability and strength of timber are 
impaired ty this process, and in the 
specifications of many architects and 
large consumers, such as railway com- 


| 


panies, “bled” timber igs excluded. 
The utilization of resin is one of the 
leading industries of the south, and 
sinec the process affects several mil- 
lions of dollars’ worth of timber every 
year, special investigations, involving 
mechanical tests and the physical and 
chemical analyses of the wood of bled 


and unbled trees from the same local- 
ity, have been carried on by the United 
Stats government through the forest 
service. 

Results prove conclusively (i) that 
bled timiber is as strong as unbled if of 
the same weight; (2) that the weight 
and shrinkage of the heartwood is not 
affected by bleeding: (3) that the dura- 
bility of the heartwood is not affected 
by bleeding, since the resin comes from 
sapwood only, 

The following table shows the re- 
markable numerical similarity between 
the average results for three groups of 
trees, the higher values of the bled ma- 
terial being readily explained by the dif- 
ference in weight:

The amount of resin in the wood 
varies greatly, and trees growing side 
by side differ within very wide limits. 
Sapwood contains Dut little resin (I to 
4 per cent), even in those trees in 
which the heartwood contains abund- 
ance. In the heartwood the resin forms 


from 6 to 24 per cent of the dry weight 
(of which about one-sixth is turpen- 
tine), and cannot be removéd by bleed- 
ipg, so that its quantity remains un- 
affected by the process.

Dr. Robson was 
removed to a hospital and yesterday 
the injured eyeball was removed. The 
right eye also is in a serious condi- 
tion as a result of complications caused 
by sympathetic nerves. The negro ¢és- 
caped and has not been arrested.

Apropos of the Poe centennial celebrations, 
the question may be raised whether a con- 
siderable part of Poe’s fame is not due to 
the pathos of his life, 
literary quality of his verse. It is generally 
assumed by his eulogists that the stories of 
his moral lapses are attacks upon his literary 
standing. It seems to us,- on the contrary, 
that these stories have helped to make’ him a 
figure of world interest, and that his worship- 
ers are dimly aware of this fact. and that 
they are the ones who insist on keeping the 
stories to the front. The note of passion 
which his verse lacked is in a measure sup- 
plied by the pathos of his life, and what we 
fail to find in the lines we seem to find 
between them. The same thing may be said 
of many bards. The dissipation of Verlaine, 
the drugged poverty of Francis Thompson, 
the ‘‘atheism’’ of Shelley, the assaults of the

the friends than by the detractors of the 
poets, and their poetry is in consequence 
haloed by a certain charm and an emotional 
glow to which it is not entitled on strictly 
literary grounds.

“ANCIENT LONDON. GATEWAY | 
MAY BE SOON DEMOLISHED 


= 


London,, March § 6.—IlI4ndon is in 
danger of losing one of her most valua- 
ble. relics of mediaeval times—the old 
gateway in Smithfield which. belongs to 
St. Barfholomew’s church. Besides be- 
ing one of the oldest Nofman structures 
in Europe, this gateway has associations 
which make it both romantic and grue- 
some. Opposite the gateway in the ear'ty 
days was a famous battleground, where 
many great tournaments were held, sev- 
éral of which figure in legendary lore. 
Many aknight after a hard-fought bat- 
tle was brought in through this gate- 
‘way to receive the last sacraments in 
the ancient church. 

Algo it was through this entrance that 
the Smithfield martyrs were led to inc 
stake to be burned to death. Their exe- 
cufion took place almost opposite the 
jortals of the ancient St. Bartholomew 
archway, and citizens crowded On th* 
top of the structure to witness tlle 
event. Before the burning took place. 
the martyrs were brought into the 
church and their faith was tested. If 
they did not answer certain questions of 
dogma correctly, they were condemned 
to be burned at the stake. 

When in 1844 thé property of the 
monasteries in England was seized by 
Henry VIII, he gave the St. Bartholo- 


independently of the . 


imew priory and church to Lord Rich. 


Tw 2 hundred years previous to this 
time, the old priory was celebrated 
throughout Europe, and in Henry’s time 
it wags one of the wealthiest of church 
establishments. Today St. Bartholo- 
mew’s is considered the finest specimen 
of Norman church architecture in Eng- 
land. Though the church is a huge, 
rambling structure, which might ‘well 
be called a cathedral, it has been liter- 
ally buried by modern buildings which 
have enclosed it on all sides. 

An enterprising landlord some years 
ago actually built a number of rooms 
over the gateway, which he let out at a 
good rental, and the beauties of the o!d 
arch have been almost entirely .ost. 
Some of its aisles were boarded off and 
let out to a firm of printers, while 
horses were actually stabled in the old 
Norman arches inanother portion of the 
structure. About twenty years ago, sev- 
eral shops were occupying the church 
premises. In recent times, however, the 
present rector,the Rev. W.F. G. Sand-

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bles and shops, and the old church Nas 
been more or less restored. 

By the side of the church runs one of 
the quaintest streets in London. It is 
called “Cloth Fair,’ and not much 
wider than the breadth of a’man’s arm 
It was in this little passage in the early 
days that the beautiful fabrics and 
cloths that went to make up the pic- 
turesque costumes of thé Elizabethan 
times were sold. The neighborhood has 


interesting associations for Americans.

served his time to a firm of. printers, 
An effort is»being madeto raise 
$10,000 with which to buy the land on 
which the old gateway stands in order 
to retain it as a refic.

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To Escape 
From Duns 


[WHERE BALZAC HI 


Paris, March 6.—Balzac’s friends 
are at last bestirring themselves to 
hgnor his memory by something more 
fian a statue. Already the house in 
which the great author died has been 
swept away to make room for modern 
requirements. A few years more and 
the house in which he wrote his finest 
masterpieces and drank the cup of bit- 
terness to the last dregs, would have 
followed. This crowning misfortune 
has been averted, thanks to the initia- 
tive of men like Paul Bourget, Jean 
Richepin and Maurice Barres, who have 
headed a movement to buy the charming 
little cottage at Passy, where Balzac 
lived from 1842-8, and to turn it into 
the Musee Balzac (Balzac museum). 

The Musee Balzac does not as‘ yet 
contain very many souvenirs of the 
great man, but this is only a matter of 
time, for bequests are sure to flow in 
now that there-igs a place to receive 
them. In the author’s study are to be 
seen on the wall quaint colored prints 
of ail the heroes and heroines whose 
fortunes he described; a sketch of Bal- 
zac by David d’Angers; a plaster cast 
of Rodin’s famous statuette of him; an 
original terra cotta bust by Marquet de 
Vasselot (the marble one is at the 


Comedie Francaise); Balzac’s inkpot in 
the form of a brass padlock; an insur- 
ance policy signed by him—that is about 
all as yet. . 

But under the intelligent direction of 
the ‘‘conservateur,” M. de Royaumont, 
who is an enthusiastic Balzacian, No. 
27 Rue Raynouard is certain to be- 
come a literary shrine to which every 
cultured American visttor in Paris will. 
henceforth make a pilgrimage. 

It was in the year 1842 that Honore 
de Balzac, bankrupt, loaded with debts, 
hunted dowrj by erdditors, but still un- 
broken in spirit, discovered tke little 
“pavilion” in the Rue Raynouard at 
Passy, then a mere village. It was an 
ideal hiding place for a debtor. In the 
first place, it was off the street, the en- 
tramce to it being through a house, 
which, fronting on Rue Raynouard, 
was as valuable as a drawbridge toa 
castle. 

There was, however, one - more advan- 
tage which this ideal cottage contained, 
not the least, doubtless, in the master’s 
eyes. Close to the bedroom was @ 
flight of stairs leading down some fif- | 
teen feet to a paved court, with an 
exit on Rue Berton, a narrow  cut- 
throat alley with high walls. on either 
side, which wound along the lower 
side of the cottage and garden, enabling 
the occupant to reach, unperceived, ‘the 
main road along the bank of the Seine, 
where a passing coach would take him 
in a few minutes into the city or out 
to the woods of St. Cloud and Meudon, 
@s the case might be. 

But the pavilion and the house already 
had their. history before Balzac came 
there. They had been built in 1753 by 
the famous financier, de Julienne, who 
sold the property four years later to M. 
Dupin (of Jeane-Jacques Rousseau 
fame), Dupin thought it would be an 
ideal retreat for his protegee, the beau- 
tiful Mdille. Huss, of the Comedie Fran- 
caise. The next tenant was Mdile. Con- 
tat, the famous actfess who created the 
role of Suganne in the “Marriage de 
(Figaro,” and many a “fete galante’”’ 
was held in this little pavilion outside 
the city gatés while noble and bourgeols 
heads were falling by the hundreds 
within under the guillotine’s sharp 
steel. : 

Such wag the house in which Balzac 
spent six years of ipcessant, prodigious, 
gigantic toil. rtine calls him 
“the Walter Scott of France, not the 
Walter Scott of landscapes and ad- 
ventures, but of characters,” and truly 
there wee much that was similar also 
dn the destiny af the two men. Scott 
spent the latter years of his Hfe in the 
tremendous task of clearing off liabil- 
ities amounting to over $500,000, which 
he regarded in the light of a debt of 
honor; Baizac, ruined by his disastrous 
ventures as publisher, printer and type- 
founder, retired to Rue Raynouard in 
the hope of escaping his dunning 
creditors whilst aged in the hope- 
less effort to retrieve his fortunes by 
his pen. 

It was during Balzac’s residence at 
Passy that an incident occurred which, 
if it had been rightly directed, might 
have had a lesting Influence on the 
great novelist’s career. It was a very 
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generally known. At that time the 
marquis of Hertford, an eccentric and 
immensely wealthy English nobleman, 
had already taken up his residefice in 
Paris and had just purchased the charm- 
ing property of Bagatelle in the Bois 
de Boulogne, which, at his death, pass- 
ed to Sir Richard Wallace, who, as is 
well known, bequeathed it to the city 
of Paris. The marquis had read Bal- 
zac’s “‘La Fille aux Yeux d’Or” (‘‘The 
Girl with the Eyes of Gold’) which had 
just appeared, and it had made an im- 
mense impression on him, not only be- 
cause it showed that the author was a 
literary genius, but’ even mere because 
the story bore a remarkable resemblance 
to an adventure of the marquis him- 
Self. Seized with an intense-desire to 
known Balzac, the marquis asked his 
friend Jules Lacroix ge arrange a 
meeting at the Cafe Anglais, the resort 
of every one with a name in letters and 
on the stage. 

Jules Lacroix hastened to his friend 
Balzac, but was coldly received. Finally 
the author had to confess his situation: 
he could not venture out except at 
night! It must be remembered that 
sixty years ago the law against debtors 
was terribly severe, and Balzac, by ap- 
pearing in broad daylight in a fre- 
quented spot Hike the Cage Anglais, 
was running imminent danger of arrest. 
He did not stir from his little fortress, 
refused to see his intimate friends, and 
even Lacroix had difficulty in gaining 
access to him, so well did Mme. de 
Brignole, his devoted housekeeper, keep 
guard over her master. — 

With a crestfailen air, Jules La- 
croix reported to the marquis the fail- 
ure of his embassy, and explained the 
plight in which Balzac was. Thea mar- 
quis of Hertford, however, was not a 
man to stick at trifles when he had set 
his miud on attaining his object, and he 
bluntly demanded the amount. of the 
debtor’s liabilities. Lacroix named the

The debtor had taken fright, and was 
invisible and inaccessible. It was not 
till some time afterwards that he learn- 
#i of the golden opportunity he had let 
slip and that an hour sacrificed to the 
magnificent curiosity of, an English 
Maecenas would have freed him from 
care for years to come.

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Copyright, 1909. by Frank G. Car- 
penter.) 

Kyoto, 1909.—(Specia! ‘Correspona- 
ce.)\—I am told that the Japanese 
Buddhists are about to build a temple 
In Seattle. It will have a huge sitting 
Statue of Buddha as an object of wor- 

_thip and al! the up-to-date character- 
Biles of a modern church. The Bud- 
Shists have begun to send their mis- 
oraries to our country. They have 
itetions in the Hawaiian Islands. San

They 
have Organized several Sunday schools 
m Japan, and some of the sects are now 
ising the Sabbath as their favorite 
preaching day. They have established 
tome young men’s asé6ociations on the 
bilan of our Y. M. C. A.’s, and they are 
tducating their priests, They have 
founded schools for this, purpose, and 
have so-called universities in which 
something like 9,000 students are in at- 
temdance. Their schools are along lib- 
bral lines, and by no means confined to 
the Buddhist doctrines. They study 
all religions, and in some schools’ the 
Bible is used as a text book. They oc- 
sasionally have our missionaries to lec- 
ture for them, and there are Christians 
tmong their teachers. The Buddhists 
here have recently sent priests to Tibet 
lo bring back the secrets of the religion 
f<m that country. There were three 
who went, and only one has returnee 
the others having ‘been murdered by the 
Tibetans. 

Millions for Buddhism. 

Indeed, no one can stay long in Japan 
and look upon the native religion as en- 
tirely dead. These people are naturally 
rélig.cus and they spend enormous gums 
in support of their faith. There is a 
great liberality of thought among the 
upper classes, but the masses are tem- 
ple worshipers and every house has its 
shrine. There are in all Japan, I ven- 
ture, more places of worship than in the 
United States. In all our denominations 
we havc just a little more than 200,000 
church organizations, and these include 
Catholics and Protestants, Monrovians 
aac Dunkards and also the forty-seven 
Chinese Buddhist and the nine Japanese 
Buddhist and Shinto establishments. 
Here there are i!95,000 shrines alone 
and more than 150,000 temples. There 
are more than 1,000 temples in this city 
of Kyoto, and some of them are far 
more grand and more costly than any 
church of the United States. Our Na- 
tional Library, which is perhaps the 
finest building of its kind in the world, 
cost just $6,000,000. The Higashi 
Hongwanji Temple of Kyoto cost $8,- 
000,000, and it was about eleven years 
in building. It covers about as much 
ground as the Capitol at Washington, 
and its great audience room takes 950 
yards of matting to carpet it. 

The temple is an immense building 
with a ridge roof, which slopes down- 
ward in the shape of a bow, overhnang- 
ing the walis. The roof is upheld by 
wrighty teams and the interior is a 
g@miass of carving. The walls are made 
of sliding screens, upon which are 
paintings by old Japanese masters, and 
the ceilings are of richly painted panels 


framed in lacquer, with brass lanterns, 
each as large as a hogshead, hanging 
from them. During a recent visit to 
the temple I saw 1,000 men; women ana 
children sitting on their bare heels, lis- 
tening to a bald-headed priest reading 
a sermon, and as they went out I saw 
éach of them throw one or two coins 
into the great money chest which 
Stands there always ready for contri- 
butions. This temple has an income of 
about $200,000 a year, and a celebration 
which it had a few years ago, in honor 
of the death of one of its patriarchs, cost 
almost a million. At one time the tem- 
ple needed a loan of $80,000 for a term 
of six months, and it is said that one of 
the Japanese banks advancetl the 
roney, taking the key of the contri- 
bution box for security». At the end of 
Svery week the bank sent an official to 
the temple, and he had back all of that ¢ 
monéy, including the interest upon it, 
long before the note was due. 


Gave Thetr Hair to Buddha. 
Buddhism as a religion has little es- 
teem for women. One of the sects has 
a saying that the sins of any good 
woman are greater than those of the 
thousand worst men who have ever 
jlivd. ..Nevertheless; «Buddhism came 
into Japan through a woman and it is 
Supported largely by women. The 
woman who brought it here was the' 
Empress Jingo, who conquered Korea 
centuries ago, and in consequence in- 
troduced the religion of that cpuntry. 
The women who are supporting it form 
a large proportion of the Japanese peo- 
ple. 
pilgrimages to the various shrines, I 
find them praying by the roadsides, and 
they are in evidence In every temple. 
One of the most remarkable examples 
of their faith is shown in the Higashi 
Hongwanji structure, to which I have 
just referred. The building was made 
largely ‘by voluntary work on the part 
of the people, and women by the hun- 
dreds aided in it. They not only gave 
their work, but thousands of them cut 
off their hair as an offering to Buddha, 
and this hair was twisted and braided 
into great cables to drag the logs of 
which the temple is built. A big coil 
of these ropes now lies outside the 
temple door, and I had a chance to care- 
fully examine them. Some were so 
large that when I tried to clasp them 
with myhands my thumbs and fingers 
would not meet. I pressed uwpon them, 
and they were as solid as cables of 
wire. They were as dry as ropes of 
manilla hemp. All the oii had gone 
out of the hair and it looked more dead 
than alive. There was an enormous 
quantity of these ropes, and the priests 
told me that they contained the locks 
of 200,000 women. As I looked I could 
see that they represented all ages. In 
some places the fine silky black. haid of 
the maidens was twined in and out 
with the whitened locks of old women, 
and at the ends of the cables, where 
the strands had become loosened, the 
hair hung down like the tail of a horse 
in mixed white and black manes. One 
cable alone contained the hair of 2,000 
women. When it is remembered that 
the hair of the Japanese gir) is her 
chief ornament, and that she prizes it 


even more highly than our maidens do

One goes 
through courtyard after courtyard, 
through roofed gates !00 feet high, and 
enters a building floored with lacquer 
like jet, so bright that you can see 
yourself in it. The temple steps are 
more highly polished than the top of 
any piano, and their edges are bound 
with carved brass of beautiful patterns. 
Inside there are great urns of gold 
lacquer as big around 4s a flour bar- 
rel, and you stand under a mass of 
carvings, upheld by pillars of ‘brass 
inside walls of gold. It is behind these 
structures that the shogun lies, his 
tomb being a single block of gray gran- 
ite, about 5 feet by !0 feet in size. 

At Nikko there are other temples, 
even more wonderful, some devoted to 
the worship of Shinto and others tc 
Buddha, put up in commemoratfon of, 
some of the great heroes of Japan's 
past. 


Some Mighty Statues of Buddha. 
BDvery one has heard of the statue of 
Buddha at Kariakura. I have’ spent @ 
week in its shadow during my stay if 
Japan. It is an immense sitting figure, 
made of bronze plates, so fitted to- 


‘gether that It looks as though it Were 


cut out by a sculptor, and forming al- 
together one of the great art works 
of the-world. The figure is enonmous. 
It is as ‘high as a five-story house, and 
from knee to knee KH measures thirty- 
five feet. Its eyes are of pure gold 
and they are more than three feet in 
length; while the ears are so long that 
if you stood in the hole of one of the 
lobes you could not reach to the top. The 
Buddha has a mouth a yard wide. Its 
face is eight feet long and its thumb 
is just one foot in thickness. Its beau- 
tiful head is covered with what looks 
like curls, but which the Japanese tell 
us represent snails. Tradition says that 
Buddha was so kind to ali anima! crea- 
tion that the emails, as an evidence of 
their gratitude, crawled upon his head 
to shield him from the sun. There are 
more than 800 such snails on Buddha's 
head, and each of them is nine inches 
high. 

The making of a work ifke this would 
be difficult today. It would tax the 
skill of our greatest artists. This Bud- 
dha was made by the Japanese two 
hundred years before Columbus started 
across the Atlantic and found the new 
world. At that time our ancestors were 
still eating with ‘theirsfingers and sieep- 
ing on straw. 

An even greater Buddha, although 
less known, is one which I have just 
seen in the temple at Nara, about twen. 
ty-five miles from here. This Buddha 
is under cover,and it is almost itmpos- 
sible to get a good photograph of it. 
It stands in a building, filling a space 
larger than the dome of the capitol at 
Washington. It is made of bronze, and 
it sits upon a lotus flower of solid 
bronze, against a background of carved 
gold. The flower is big enough for the 
foundation of a good-sized house and 
each of the lotus petals would carpet a 
parlor. This Buddha is fifty-three feet 
in length. The hands is about eleven 
feet long. I measured one foot where it 
lies upon the knee. It is just sixteen 
feet from heel to toe. The statue is 
symmetrical and the face is wonder- 
fully beautiful, personifying content- 
ment and repose. This statue is almost 
twice as old as that at Kamagura. It 
Was made many centuries ago, along 
about the time the NMttle Mohammed, 
the founder of the great religion 
which bears his name, was a half- 
naked boy, playing !n the sands of 
Arabia.. The heag of tne original stat- 
ue fell off and was burned several 
hundred years ago. The present head 
was made during the sixteenth cen- 
tury and the remainder of the body 
Was made more than eight hundred 
years before that time. 


which is all head and shoulders. It fills 
a temple, and is bigger than either of 
the Buddhas I have mentioned. It has 


and it measures forty-three feet across 
the shoulders. It is almost sixty feet 
high and it has @ nose nine feet long. 
Just outside the temple is one of the 
biggest belis of Japan, which is rung 
now and then to wake up the statue. 
It weighs sixty-three tons and is about 
as big as a haystack. 

All of the above Buddhas are old. I 
saw one at Hyogo, about two hours’ 
ride from here by train, which was 
erected in 1661 by a paper manufacturer 
who had made a fortune and was grate- 
ful to the gods. That Buddha is otf 
bronze. It measures 85 feet around the 
waist,a ndt he diameter of its lap is 25 
feet. The ears are 6 feet long and by 
my tape line it is just 2 feet around the 
thumb. It has an electric Dulb in its 
forehead.

Among such things is a 
great water tank, which shows the 
marks of many cannon balis. It now 
stands in the grounds of the Yakasuni 
temple in Tokio. During the fighting 
in Manchuria the people here showed 
their faith by the way they went to the 
shrines to pray for their loved ones. 
Many of them took slabs of cedar or 
pine, upon which they had written their. 
prayers. The back of each piece of 
wood bore the name of the person for 
whom they were especially praying and 
also that of the god whose intercession 
was supplicated. Such prayers were 
laid on the altars, the worshipers at the 
lsame:time giving something to the 
church to insure the assistance of the 
priests. 
Japanese Liberality. 

As far as I can learn the Buddhism 
which is proclaimed by the most ad- 
vanced of the priests today is as broad 
as all outdoors.

being no other god but one. Their con- 
stitution permitsall religions, and the 
government does not question the faith 
of its employees. Count Katsura, the 
premier of Japan, says that this coun- 
try is at the head as to religious liber- 
ality, and that a man may have any re- 
ligion without suffering for it. Priace 
fito told me that he considered the Bud- 
dhists more liberal than the Christians, 
and that there is today @ considerable 
Christian element growing up in Japan. 
At one time the government actually 
considered the adoption of Christianity 
as the state religion, proposing to mod- 
ify or révise the Bible and our doctrines 
to Suit Japanese requirements, 

Centuries ago there:was a big Ohris 
tian element in aJpan. The Jesuitm came 
here ond converted the people by hun- 
dreds, and it is estimated that there 
was Once no less than 600,000 profess- 
ing Christians. ; That was more than 
O4yedrs ago; andat that time Japanese 
missiéns were sent to the pope at Rome, 
A littie later the tide turned and Chris- 
tianity wag wiped out, the converts 
being: killed, by the thousands in the 
most horrible ways.

In round numbers, the American au- 
tomobile manufacturers pay $35,000,000 
annually in wages for work done in au- 
tomobile factories alone. This does not 
include the -wages paid for labor done 
on material before it is brought into the 
automobile factories, from some 4,000 
aliied establishments throughout § the 
country; or the salaries paid in the au- 
tomobile factories. 

Pretty nearly everyone nowadays con- 
curs in the wpinion that the tariff on 
automobiles should adequately protect 
the American workman against the 
low wages paid abroad, which is simply 
in conformity with the fundamental 
idea of the doctrine of protection. La- 
bor costs in America about two and one- 
half times what it does in Europe. 

The matter of wages is a paramount 
question—a leading factor ofall success- 
ful business and all prosperity. In this 
Bense the present agitation for a reduc- 
tion in the tariff on imported auto- 
mobiles is the workingman’s fight. Upon 
a reduction of duty would immediately 
follow the matter of readjustment of 
wages. 

A motor vahicle of any kind can be 
made in Europe for 60 per cent of the 
cost thereof in America. 

The manufacture of commercial motor 


_jtvehicles is yet in a procesg of evolution 


in America. It is natural that a large 
volume of commercial machines should 
follow the manufacture of pleasure

The American pleasure vehicle manu- 
facturers have had to devote all their 
talent, energy and money in the stren- 
uous business of ~ producing pleasure 
cars on a paying basis; only a few have 
succeeded; scores are etill striving. 
First and jast, aver 600 companies have 
started to make automobiles in the 
United States. Considerably over haif 
of them are now.out of Dbusiness—a 
very eloquent fact. 

It uld be extremely unfortunate to 
deprive’ the American commercial - ve- 
hicle of the tariff protection which will 
insure its complete development,. which 
would be to open the American market 
to the commercial vehicles now coming 
forward in the Buropean markets. The 
evidence ig to the effect that the com- 
mercial vehicle made im the “highest 
class possible of aterial. and work- 
mangship, in order t it can have the 
largest possible life and least annual 
depreciation or cost of upkeep consist- 
ent with the state of the art, has prac- 
tically the same relation between labor 
and material as the pleasure vehicie. 
Accordingly it should be alfotted a tar- 
iff scale at least equal to that of the 
pleasure vehicle, if the American work- 
man is to receive adequate: benefit, to 
say nothing of -.the importance of the 
machine as an economic factor in pro- 
duction and distribution from farm and 
factory. Our. present tariff protects the 
automobile, as well as many other older 
similar products of the United States, 
from the unfair competition of Euro- 
pean labor, the recompense of which is, 
based upon conditions of life such as no 
intelligent American workman could 
contemplae with anything but dread. 

France. 

The French automobile industry has 
recently passed through avery serious 
crisis, of which the after effects will be 
felt for a considerable time. This state 
of affairs is to be ascribed to the uni- 
versal business depression, as well as 
to serious mistakes made by some of 
the firms. 

Workmen in French automobile facto- 
ries are divided into three classes: First, 
mechanics; second, assistants; third, un- 
skilled workmen. The first may be sub- 
divided into: a, turners and joiners; ~», 
assemblers; c, drillers. The turners and 
joiners draw an average pay per hour 
of 18 to 24 cents; the assembler [6 to 
22 cents; the drillers 16 to 20 cents. Tne 
“assistants” are workmen who show 
some ability as mechanics and are em- 
ployed gradually on certain work re- 
quiring a material amount of skill; they 
are paid 12 to 16 cents an hour. The 
less skilled draw from !10 to i2 cents 
an hour. 

One leading French factory pays ap- 
prentices 4 cents an hour the first year; 
7 cents the second, and !10 cents the 
third. A foreman receives $75 to 680 a 
month. 

In the

French automobile factories, salaries be 


gin at $20 per month. Bookkeepers are 
paid $40 a month on the average, and 
technical employees and mechanical en- 
gineers, $60 a month. Of course, some 
of the leading officers and technical 
men receive much higher pay.

Wages for labor are the 
lowest on the continent, being about 25 
per cent less on the average than the 
respective wages paid in Gérmany. Gen- 
erally speaking, the Italian workmen 
live on onions, garlic, bread, breadstuffs 
and wine, meat and the like being con- 
sidered luxuries for feasts and great 
occasions. 


DAYLIGHT-SAVING BILL 
PASSED BY COMMONS 


It Is Proposed in England to 
Give the People More 
Daylight. 


London, March 5.—The daylight-sav- 
ing bill passed its second reading in the 
house of commons today by 1!30 votes 
to 94. 


The bill was drafted to promote the 


earlier use of daylight in certain months 


yearly, by putting forward the clock 
twenty minutes on four successive Sun- 
days in April and by reversing the pro- 
cess on the four Sundays in September. 
The bill, it has been argued, would be 
of great benefit to all classes by giv- 
ing the people just so muh more sun- 
light in which te have recreation, while 
the wage-earner would retire earlier 
and thereby save the expense of light.

New York Already City 
of Homeless. 


Society Leaves Its Mansions! 
Unoccupied to Patronize the 
Hotels — Suburbanites Tak- 
ing to Hotel Life, and Pre- 
dicted Farmers May Do So. 


New York, March 6.—(Special.)—New 
York will soon be a city. absolutely 
Even at the present 
time it may ecabllied the greatest home- 
less city in the world, and estimates, 
based on the latest census figures, 
show that by 1920 more than 6,000,000 
persons, or practically the entire pop- 
ulation of the city, will be without 
homes of their own, and that the pri- 
vate house will be entirely extinct on 
Manhattan island. The disappearance 
of the institution known as the Great 
American home is proceeding rapidly 
in all the large cities of the country, 
but conditions are such that it is ad- 
vancing with far greater speed in the 
metropolis than anywhere else. A cen- 
tury ago nearly if not quite a majoritv 
of families owned the houses in which 
thev lived. Today, in all the large 
rities of the countrv. not [0 ner cent 
do so. and im New York the proportion,) 
is only about 2 per cent. 
At the present time the total numbe 
of residents in New York is only a }it- 
the short of 4,500,000. Of these less 


than 20,000 families. or. on the basis of 
five to a familv, 100.000 persons own

domestic life has been broygght to a 
realization of exactly the same factor 
that has marked the commercial devel- 
opment of the country; that is, that 
consolidation means a saving of ex- 
pense—to some one.

The two most exclusive and aristo- 
cratic suburban fields of New York 
are Long Island, on the one side, and 
Westchester county, omthe other. They 
are both sections where rents are not 
high, as compared to the New York 
Standard, and yet, curiosuly enough, 
the homeless spirit has invdded them 
to such an extent that where the facil- 
ities are good, more people live in ho- 
tels than in their own homes. 

Out on Long Island there is a nest 
Or millionaires. The Vanderbilts, the 
Whitneys, the Mackays, and many oth- 
ers have famous places scattered about 
the island. Yet, for many months each 
year these homes are closed, and the 
headquarters of society people of large 
and small means alike are not these 
famous homes, nor those,less preten- 
tious, but a hotel. At Garden City; the 
center of the Long Island soctety col- 
ony, the local hotel is the center of 
activities for many peopje, who, while 
they Own their own bomes, prefer to 
close them up. More people live in the 
hotel than in the whole town. At the 
last Vanderbilt cup race it was there 
that W. K. Vanderbilt, Jr., made. his 
headquarters instead of his nearby but 
unopened mansion. When the famous 
Briarcliff trophy automobile race was 


held in Westchester coufty it was not 
at the palatial but idle homes of its 
wealthy promoters that headquarters 


| 
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famous for its appointments. 
LESS EXIPENSIVE. 

Why is it, then, that this homeless 
Spirit seems to be developing so rapid- 
ly? Professor Ferrero, the famous Ital- 
ian historian who reeently visited this 
country, and likened New York to an- 
cient Rome, pointed out the European 
influence in this respect. First of all 
people even in the country live in 
hotels because it is less expensive to 
do so, and because they are enabled to 
meet and know many persons of social 
and business importance, a thing which 
would never happen if they lived in 
their own houses. That is one of the 
great fattors in the coming of the 
homeless age—the desire to mingle with 
the people who make hotels their head- 
quarters. Moreover, the tendency is 
steadily growing to follow tHe BPuro- 
pean custom of moving from hotel to 
hotel in keeping with the seasons, and 
as a result chains of hotels under one 
management dot the coast from Florida 
to ‘Maine, in each of which, according 
to the time of year, one may look to 
find a circle of hotel friends living the 
peripatetic society life.

up-keep of a* most insignificant house 
in. New York. The whole tendency is 
to furnish something new, and in the 
search for novelties the hotels lead the 
way. Perhaps the most striking illus- 
tration of this, the first of its kind in 
the country, igs the proposal of the 
proprietor of the WHotel Gramatan, in 
Westchester county, to equip not only 
that house but his Long Island, Boston 
and other hostelries as well with the 
wireless telegraph to be used in inter- 
communication, or, if a guest wishes, 
in talking to a friend in mid-Atlantic. 


The American as a home-seeker would | 


seem to be lazy, at least about New 


York. The desire to have his menage 
run with no worry for his wife is 
largely responsible for the present con- 
ditions. Then, too, the. possibility of 
having all sorts of modern appliances 
and opportunities for indoor and out- 


of-door sport ready to hand, such as 


‘could never be afforded outside a hotel, 


leading more and more people to 
make their homes in suburban estab- 
lishments of this sort. By this the 
large spirit of combination is invading 
the home just about as thoroughly as 
the field of business. The finishing

Vivian Whitaker Keeps 


Job as Manager. 


Theatrical Surprise Sprung in 
Atlanta—The Orpheum Will 
Continue to Be Operated as 
High-Class Vaudeville House 
for the Season, at Least.

Jake Welle has Dought the Weber & 
R franchise to the Orpheum theater 
and’ took: possession of that play house 
last night, which he will continue to 
operate as a, first-class . vaudeville, fer 
the present at least. 

This is the latest change In the theat- 
rical situation in Atlanta and it came 
like a bolt from the blue. 

The change was not even’ suspected 
until Mr. Wells, accompanied by Audi- 
tor Mannist, a general representative of 
Weber & Rush, arrived in Atlanta over 
the Seaboard Air Line yesterday after- 
moon. Last night .they met at the Or- 
pheum, where ‘the change in manage- 
ment was publicly announced. 

Vivian Whitaker, the genial manager 
of the Orpheum theater, will continue 
in this capacity with the new manage- 
ment, as will_the other attaches of the 
theater. 

Offer Best of Vaudeville. 
~ Inasmuch as the deal has been so re- 


cently consummated, Mr. Wells has not’ 


given out a detailed statement as to 
its future policy other than to insure 
the theater-goers that he will offer the 
best attractions there the vaudeville 
markets can afford. 

While in New York .city last week 
Mr. Wells was made a proposition to 
purchase the franchise with the United 
Booking Offices of America, owned in 
Atlanta by Weber & Rush, who had a 
ten-year lease on th@ Orpheum, which 
has still eight years to run. 

The Orpheum building is owned by 
the Atlanta Theater Company, of which 
Jake Wells is president, so that he now 
becomes the tenant in his own house. 

It did not take Mr. Wells and Weber 
& Rush long to close the deal in New 
York city, and Mr. Wells, with Auditor 
Mannist, left New York city Thursday 
afternoon for Atlanta. 

They ate probably the first men 
through from New York since the snow 
storm started in the east. | 

“Tt was something fearful between 
Baltimore and Washington,” said Mr. 
Wells. “I have never seen such‘a con- 
gestion of traffic in my life. We were 
held up between’ Baltimore and Wash- 
ington for five hours in an effort to get 
into the depot. There were scores of 
Pullman cars, baggage cars and day 
coaches crowding every foot of the 
yards and running way down the 
tracks toward Baltimore. The sleet and 
snow had so crippled the wire service 
that we had to get in by flagging. 

“In Washington, at the station the 
congestion was the worst ever. 

“In an effort to, save time, I left the 
route I ws travéling and jumped an 
Atlantic ( ‘«t Line train to lay over 
a few h¢ * Richmond before my 
sleeper counr through. Outside of 
Washington we wire delalyed again, 
and finally when we were started to- 
ward Atlanta were delayed at Hamlet 
for four hours. 

“T have been traveling toward Atlanta 
since Thursday afternoon, just forty- 
eight hours on the way.” 

Interested in Four Theaters. 

By this change Mr. Wells becomes di- 
rectly the producer in three of Atlanta's 
four theaters—the Lyric, the Bijou, 
which reopens next Monday, and now, 
the Orpheum theater. He will reopen 
the Casino‘at Ponce de leon in May. 

The United Booking Office, through 
which the acts to be presented at the 
Orpheum are to be signed up, is the 
largest vaudeville booking agency in 
the country. It books ail of the acts 
for the Keith theaters, the Keith &

houses, the Onpheum theaters ‘and the 
Family circuit in Pennsylvania.

Taft’s PlansRegarding In- 
terstate Commerce Board. 


President Hopes to Reduce the 
Power of the Commission 
and Transfer Much of Its 
Present Work to Other 
Boards. 


By John: Cerrigan, Jr. 

Washington, March 6.—(Specia!.)—Pres- 
ident. Taft has set on foot definite plans 
to reduce the. powers of the interstate 
commérce commission. He discussed the 
matter with his cabinet advisers today 
on the Ifme of hig inaugural address. 

Hie would have the commission trans- 
formed into a quasi-judicial body to pass 
upon the merits of cases brought before 
it. The investigation of alleged offenses 
and violations of federal lawg would be 
performed by another body. The com- 
mission's work would be greatly sim- 
plified and the present burden of secur- 
ing evidence and preparing cases trans- 
ferred to other executive departments. 

This work will be done by the bu- 
reau of corporations. The commission 
will simply pass upon the merits of 
cases brought to its attention by this 
bureau. If it finds guilt, the department 
of justice will prosecute. The object 
sought is to simplify the work of the de- 
partments and prevent confusion and 
the duplication of work. 

During the spring and summer, At- 
torney General Wickersham and Secre- 
tary of Commerce and Labor Nage! will 
work out the details of the scheme, 
which will vitally affect their depart- 
ments, having in view these plans of 
the chief executive. It is proposed to 
clothe the bureau ef corporations, de- 
partment of commerce and labor, with 
the duty of acting as investigator of 
all complaints of offenses against the 
federal law on the part of any inter- 
state corporation. All complaints from 
private individuals will have to be made 
to this bureau. 

It is also proposed to create an entire- 
ly new bureau in the department of jus- 
tice, which shall render such legal aid 
to the bureau of corporations as may be 
needed and requested. This new Dbu- 
reau shall have thé’ work of seoing that 
failures to obey the orders pf the in- 
terstate. commerce commission shall be 
prosecuted in the federal cogrts. 

It is intended to have thé: department 
of agriculture cooperate closely with the 


|buyreau of corporations in the enforce- 


ment of the pure food laws, the meat 
inspection law and similar laws, with 
whose enforcement the department of 
agriculture ig primarily concerned. The 
department will report all offenses 
against these laws to the bureau of cor- 
porations, which will see that proper 
prosecuting steps are taken in the courts. 

When a compresensive plan is iadiend 
out, congress will be urged to pass leg- 
islatign to make it effective.

DEATH IN AFRICA 
FOR ROOSEVELT 


So Predicts Prof. Starr of 
Chicago University. 


Professor Starr Says Ex-Presi- 
dent Will Not Be Able to 
Escape the Deadly Fevers 
Which Prevail in the Dark 


Continent. 


Chicago, March 6.—‘Theodore Roose- 
velt will never return to the United 
States alive if he carries outthis an- 
nounced intentions of exploring the 
dark regions of Africa in quest of big 
game.”’ 

This is the opinion of Professor Fred- 
erick Starr, of the University of Chica- 
g0, whose prophecy is based upon his 
‘knowledge of the dangers of that coun- 
try, particularly the insidious . fevers, 
through his expeditions to the Congo 
Free State. 

The ex-president, according to the edu- 
cator, will inwade a section of the coun- 
try where few white men have dared to 
venture heretofore, on account of the 
fatal nature of prevailing epidemics and 
the “sleeping sickness.”

“As time goes on we 
hope to aid in the expansion- of the 
work on our lines, and I am sure that 
I speak for practically all of the rail- 
way managers of the country when I 
say that we heartily welcome the 
Young Men's Christian Association in 
the railway field and wish it Godspeed 
in its good work.’’ 

President Finley himself has watched 
the growth and work which has been 
done by the Railroad Young Men's 
Christian Association along this line 
and along other lines, and has come to 
realize the’ importance of this work 
in improving the personne] of the em- 
ployees of the company. He said that 
he has found that those employees who 
spend their lay-over time at the Young 
Men's Christian Association return to 
their work in good physical condition 
and with a clear head, and that both 
the men and the company by which 
they are employed are benefited there- 
by.

The Young 
Men's Christian Association is an im- 
portant factor in raising the standard 
of efficiency and in bringing about that 
realization of identity of interests which 
is necessary for loyal cooperation.” 

Speaking of the growth of the asso- 
ciation work on railroad lines, Presi- 
dent Finley said: 

“Tihhe association is now carrying on 
its work on railways comprising ever

242 associations, oavning !74 buildings,

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GEORGIA RATE EXPERT 
FINDS JOB A HARD ONE 


No sooner did Georgians learn that 
the railroad commission had appointed 
a rate expert, than letters making in- 
quiry about rates began to pour in 
upon the board from every direction. 

These inquiries concern almost every 
conceivable sort of rate with which 
Georgia shippers are in anyway con- 
cerned, and they cover rates on sume- 
erous products from Rabun Gap to 
Seattle and from Waycross to Kala- 
mazoo. 

Rate Expert George P. Montgomery 
is finding it a hard day’s work every 
day just to answer hig mail. He is 
confronted with a stack of letters al- 
most every morning about a foot high 
asking for the exact rates here, there 
and almost any and everywhere. 

It appears that in- many communi- 
ties the shippers won’t trust the rail- 
road representatives. when it comes to 
rate information about anything out- 
side the strictly local tariffs, not. that 
the agents are in the habit of know- 
ingly giving the wrong rate, but many 
of them don’t seem to know what they 
are or how to find them except for 
well-known points on their own lines. 


- 
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So they are coming to the commis- 
sion’s expert with their inquiries, 
and he consults the numerous tariffs 
which are accumulating so rapidly that 
it will soon take a special room to 
to hold them, and gives the inquirers 
what they want. 

A vinegar manufacturer, for exam- 
ple, called at the office of the com- 
mission and exhibited a memorandum 
of rates given him to various Geor- 
gia points by the agents of four dif- 
ferent raiiroad lines. In some in- 
stances no two of the quoted rates to 
the same point were the same. The 
agents, it appears, or some of them 
at least, just didn’t know. Rate Ex- 
pert Montgomery set him right and 
gave him the exact rates to all the 
points with which he expects to have 
dealings.

Forecast for today: Showers during 
the early part of the day; clearing late 
in the afternoon and becoming a little 
cooler.

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1FT’S VISIT TO THE S SOUTH 


». MADE A GOOD IMPRESSION 


—Pishop Wesley J. Gaines 


Bishop Wesley J. Gaines, of the Afri- 
ean. Methodist Episcopal church, one 
of the most prominent of negro relig- 
lous leaders, has furnished the follow- 
ing to The Constitution: 

‘The visit to the south by President- 
elect Taft cannot be other than benefi- 
cial ‘to all the people. He came to the 
south to become acquainted with the 
éntire people whose president he was to 
be, and to make them feel that he was 
intensely interested in all, and I believe 
that this visit to the south will go far 
toward solving the complicated. prob- 
lems in this section. 

“T have talked with Mr. Taft person- 
ally, and am of the opinion that he 
will do the right thing by all the peo- 
ple—deal justly as a wise man with 
reference to all the people. The white 
people have treated him with a great 
Geni of courtesy, and if they will only 

‘nat there its no inclination 
enone =e colored people of the south 


to dominate them, and will not Hsten 
to the incendiary speeches of Mr. Till- 
man and Mr. Vardaman and that class, 
who try to instill the coutrary idea, 
al} things will move more smoothly. I 
believe, with the white people, that in- 
telligence should rule everywhere—in 
State and in church. I believe that Mr. 
Taft holds the same opinion: I also 
think that when an intelligent negro 

Oves himself worthy he should be 
recognized. It would be far from my 
policy to ask the president for an of- 
fice for any unworthy man. I would 
indorse no such for any place. It 
would not be best for white or black, 
but the negro ipeople desire some rec- 
Oognition of their growing worth and in- 
telligence. 

“I am a southerner. My possessions 
are mostly in the south, and [ have 
much to remember of kindly treatment 
and favors from many southern white 
people. “No bank or business has ever 
turned me away. I have been treated 
with the greatest courtesy. and have 
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personally experienced no trouble from 
the intelligent class of white people. 

was born in Wilkes county, Georeia, 
the county that gave birth to General 
Robert Toombs and many other south- 
ern citizens of note. I have to thank 
the Toombs family for much of my 


.{training—especially as’ regards the home 


life by which I was greatly influenced. 
I ackwowledge the debt, and would have 
anyone know that I am not ashamed to 
Owe this to the white people. 

“T was licensed to preach fifty years 
ago by the Rev. Mr. Davies, of the 
Methodist Episcopal church, south, and 
I left that church for the African Meth- 
odist’ Episcopal church not because I 
had anything against it, but because I was 
well aware that shoulal remain I could 
never rise to the highest in that church. 
It is human to wish to rise; Mr. Taft 
recognizes this, and I am sure will not 
hurt either white or colored in their 
legitimate aspirations. 

“T became a republican in 1856 by 
reading the speeches of Abraham: Lin- 
coln, of Garrison and others. But with- 
al I have always been conservative. 
Many of ‘the best white people of the 
sOuth are inclined to be conservative 
today, and it is best for all that both 
white and colored people should be so. 
Since the close of the war I have ad- 
vised my race to make friends and keep 
friends with the best white people. But 
while I am a republican, I want it un- 
derstood that I am as good a southerner 
as any white man in the south. I want 
peace and harmony. There is no need 
just now, as Mr. Taft enters upon his 
term of office, to make a fuss. There 
should be no ‘kicking’ on the part of 
| the colored people or white people. It 
is unnecessary. There ig no harm done 
to anyone,however, in holding to the 
law. I have always advised obedience 
to the law of my people. ‘To obey is 
better than sacrifice, and to hearken is 
better than the fat of lambs,’ says the 
Good Book, and I would have the col- 
ored people obey the law, but the law 
Ought to protect them, and the courts 
are made for the defense of rights of 
the people, and we should not be blamed 
for using them to defehd ourselves. It 


\} is our only protection, and to allow the 


courts to give us justice is also a mat- 
ter of future protection to everybody’s 
rights—the white people as well. 

“I know well that the negro to rise 
must do as other people. He must 
build his own ladder and climb by him- 
self, and it should be the glory of the 
white people to. help a weak people up. 

“Now, Mr. Editor, Washington City is 
at this very moment in a great state 
of enthusiastic excitement over the in- 
auguration of a new president. I have 
seen other inaugurations—Cleveland’s, 
MeKinley’s and Roosevelt’s, but this 
surpasses them all In grandeur and dis- 
in ceremony end enthusiasm. I 
believe the feeling is quite universal]. 
that President-elect Taft has done well 
and wisely to show his genial self as 
he has to. the south and north alike, 
and I beliéve that this cordiality and 
graciousness, given alike to all the peo- 
ple, argue a better state of feeling for 
ail to indulge in. I. want my own peo- 
ple to feel that he will be just, and I 
Want the white people of the sdéuth ‘to 
feel the same way. Justice is the only 
thing that will help usall as @ people—a 
nation—north or south. 

“The Taft administration begins tn 
this centenary year of Abraham Lincotn’s 
birth. It is a perie@ when our atteh- 
tion has just been called to the civil 
war and its results. I think it is well, 
and it seems especially fortuitous that 
we sltould have our thoughts upon a 
spirit of harmony and helpfulness for 
all, aS jhe best and only way to clear 
away differences and gettle vexing ques- 
tions. 

“Let us all help President Taft by 
believing that he means to act in ac- 
cord and with the highest ideals of 
tight and justice, for all all the people.

Sentiment of Committee 
in Its Report Yesterday. 


They Recommend That a Char- 
ter Be Drawn by a Special 
Committee Having a Form 
of Commission Government. 


a 


Commission government in Atlanta 
Seems to*be a go, at least the» com- 
mission government committee of the 
charter revisidn committee thinks s0. 
for they yesterday unanimously adopted 
a report to the general committee, rec- 
ommending that a charter providing for 
a form of: commission government be 
drawn up. 

The entire committee was openly in 
favor of the commission form of g0v- 
ernment, but their recommendation is 
that the charter be drawn by a special 
committee, as they did not think it ad- 
visable to commit themselves finally re- 
garding the matter. 

Edgar Watkins drew up the report of 
the committee. The remarkable success 
of commission government where tried 
is related. and it concludes with the 
. following: 

The Recommendations, 

“We recommend as follows: 

“!. That through some proper sub- 
committee or subcommittees, after such 
public hearings as such committees 
shall provide, a charter be drawn and 
Submitted to the committee as a whole, 
which charter sha!l provide for the 
flection by the city-at-large of a mayor 
and six commissioners, to constitute 
the governing officers of the city of 
Atianta. 

“2. That all other officers and em- 
ployees of the city be elected and re- 
moved by the commissioners, except a 
comptroller. 

“3. That a comptroller be elected by 
the commission for a stated term of 
years, making the term expire the year 
when there is no general city elec- 
tion. 

A Referendum. 2 

“4 That a referendum on the grant- 
ing of franchises and the issuance of 
bonds be provided for. 

“S That full publicity of the acts of 
the commission be required. 

“6. That a board of education be ap- 
pointed with power to provide a cur- 
riculum. 

“We also recommend for the consid- 
eration of the full committee a pro- 
vision for the initiatiye, referendum 
and recall for civil service appoint- 
ments. 

“We further recommend that the 
chairman of the general committee be 
requested to furnish a copy of this re- 
port to each member of the geperal 
committee.”’ 

The members of the committee in 
attendance at the meeting, who were 
unanimous in their report, are as fol- 
lows: F. A. Quillian, cnairman; Ed- 
gar Watkins, John E. Murphy. Coun- 
cilman Martin Amorous, Councilman 
Craig Cofield and E. V. Carter, chair- 
man of the eharter revision commis- 
sion of 49.

‘COMMISSION GOVERNMENT 
AND WHAT ITWOULD DO | 


_IN THE CITY OF ATLANTA 


J. F, Burke, Whose Aid Has ‘Been Requested by 
Charter Revision Committee, Writes Interest- . 
ing Article for Constitution. 


At the request of The Constitution 
Capt. J. F. Burke, whose aid has been 
asked by the committee at work on the 
revision of the charter of the city of 
Atianta, hag written an interesting ar. 
ticle on the commission form of gov- 
ernment. The articie in full is as fol- 
lows: , 
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Commission Government 


By Capt. J. F. Burke. 

There is no question relating to pub- 
lic affairs that has been more generally 
discussed in the nast ten years by the 
press than the plan of municipal gov- 
ernment by commission, and notwith- 
standing the publicity that has been 
given to this subject, there is no public 
question about wich so little is known 
or understood than the practical oper- 
ation ef that system. 

Call System an Oligarchy.. 

Its opponents characterize the sys- 
tem as an oligarcny—a combination of 
s0-called ‘scientific schemers—a junta 
to destroy democracy in city govern- 
ment, and a plot to prevent a poor man 
from pbtaining office. and in some cit- 
les the gpposition was so bitter against 
the adoption of the new plan that the 
will of the people was defeated by well- 
organized political rings, led by place- 
holders and municipal “‘rounders,’’ while 
in Other cities where the new system 
Was carried at popular elections, their 
elective decisions wero defeated in the 
effort to amend the city charters by the 
legislature, through the manipulation of | 
legislative committees who recommend- 
ed amendments that postponed indefi- 
nitely further action on the bills. 

On the other hand, nearly fifty cit- 
les have adopted the government-by- 
commission plan, and they declare it to 
be non-partisan, peaceful; progressive, 
economical, equitable in its operation, 
and in every way an idea) system which 
they would not surrender for any other 
form of municipal government. 

Under the Aldermanic System. 

In a matter sco important as a 
change in the plam of city govarnment, 
we are loth to accept ‘“‘seedling’”’ views, 
where time has not thoroughly ripened 
ea harvest of mature results... Under 
the aldermanic system we have seen 
our American cities grow to metropoll- 
tan proportions, and we can take pride 
in,our massive structures and an archi- 
tectural display that in many places 
Surpasses those of the finest cities in 
Europe—in fact, wv have a more up-to- 
date system of water supply, sanitary 
drainage and provigions for the preser- 
vation of health than can be found on 
the Buropean contigent. 

But are these the result of the alder- 
manic system of ffovernmenat? Those 
who favor that sygtem contend that 
these results were Accomplished when 
they found it expedient to overlook or 
forgive the defects of the old form of 
government, as well as the operations 
of the ‘man with a pull’ and the po- 
litical following of the disreputable 
dive-keeper and the ‘grafting’ of the 
public service contractor—that ‘Pooh- 
Bah’ with ever open hand to the rear, 
whose policy is to do least for tie 
most revenue. The alty of New York 
is given as an illustration, when mil- 
Hong of dollars were the profits of the 
Tweed ring that contrulled that city for 
years, and whose corrusst administration 
is lauded to this day by some /of their 
prominent citizens, who State that their 
city was never so well geverned or so 
prosperous and in such excellent con- 
dition under any former or: subsequent 
administration, notwithstanding the pec- 
ulations of the “ring,” and as there is 
likely to be dishonesty under. any sys- 
tem of government, they think the al- 
dermanic plan offers less temptation to 
the bribe-giver. 

Conclusions Are Not Logical. 

But this is not a true view of the 
case, nor are the conclusions logical. 
The same argument could be made for 
San Francisco, Pittsburg, Philadelphia, 
and other cities, where the most fla- 
rrant corruption and shameless b-ibery 
held carnival for years under the alder- 
manio system. It surely was not the 
old plan of government: that built up 
these cities or made them prosperous, 
for a closer view of the conditions 
show that the only credit that the old 
system of government is entitled to, is 
that by its laxity and inefficiency it 
enabled the municipal corsairs to rape 
the city’s revenues ang retire to ‘se- 
ecrecy, silence and division.’ 

But. admitted that the aldermanic 
form of government is entitled to all 
the credit that is claimed for it in 
the wpbuilding ef cities over which it 
holds sway, we are forced to admit that 
success can only be obtained by the 
sacrifice of honesty in civic adminis- 
tration and recognise the ruje of the 
ward boss and his henchmen, the dive- 
keeper and the short-haired fraternity 
who corral the voters On election days. 

Who can agine what would be the 
physical extent, beauty, prosperity and 
municipal wealth of the city of New 
Yor if that city had adopted a com- 
mission form of government fifty’ years 
ago, judged by the results in cities 
where the commission system prevails? 

One of the most plausible argu- 
ments against the comméssion system 
of government is the danger of bribing 
the commission board, which consists of 
only five men, whereas under ‘the alder- 
manic system it would be necessary to 
purchase thirty or forty. Now at first 
sight this looks reasonable, but we 
must not forget that each of the five 
commissioners is held personally re- 
sponsible for the honest, prompt and 
business-like administration of his de- 
partment, whereas under the alderman- 
ic system, the council members are 
not hampered with a personal account- 
ability in the administration of their 
duties, and a system of graft, could de 
carried on in a body of thirty or forty 
city officials with a divided responsi- 
bility, or none at all, with little dan- 
ger of detection when we consider the 
number of committees and subcommit- 
tees and individuals thréugh whom of- 
fielal proceedings sift on the road _ tc 
final action, and often, as hag develop- 
ed in large cities, that it is only the 
result of over-confidence, or the “pride 
of political pull,” which seduces’ the 
“grafter’ into flagrant defiance in his 
dishonesty that leads to exposure. 

It is true that a community that is 
wholly corrupt would not be denefited 
by the commission form of government, 
nor, in fact, by any system of govern- 
ment, “because their representatives 
would necessarily be dishonest in order 
to correctly act as their officials or 
agents. But in practice the results of 
the new system show that communities 
are not entirely corrupt and that hon- 
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istered their official trusts without taint 
or suspicion of wrongdoing. 
Rise of the New System. - 

Municipal government by commis- 
sion is generally believed to be an en- 
tirely new method for the administra- 
tion of municipalities, but, in fact, it 
partakes of the system in vogue in the 
early days of the republic, when towns 
were managed by selectmen who, in 
turn, were supervised by a largé com- 
mittee of citizens who were elected by 
the people. 

The city of Washingtn, D. Ce is gov- 
erned by a commission of three men who 
are appointed by the president, one of 
whom is an army officer and the other 
two are civilians. The people of btne 
District of Columbia having no privilege 
of suffrage, there can arise none of the 
evils that operate so disastrously in cities 
where “rings” and “bosses” control, 
therefore the government of Washing- 
ton is not strictly a government by 
commisston as that system, is com- 
monly understood, although Wash- 
ington is often quoted as an illustration 
of commission government. 

The first city that adopted the new 
system of government by elective choice 
of the people, and which attracted the 
attention of students of ‘‘scientific”’ 
government, was the-city of Galveston, 
where the magnificent results from the 
new plan of government, in the face 
of appalling disaster, was a challenge 
to all cities that were under aldermanic 
control. 

The new government was born of ne- 
cessity and wasithe result ofa tidal wave 
that visited the city on July 8, 1900, 
which left seven thousand dead bodies 


to be buried, twelve million of dollars 
of property destroyed and one-fifth of 
the city obliterated. Notwithstanding 
this disastrous condition of the city, 
five commissions were elected, who at 
once took control of all the city’s af- 
fairs, and under their wise administra- 
tion the city was rebuilt; a large float- 
ing debt, contracted before’ the flood, 
was paid; interest on the bonded debt 
promptly met; the municipal credit was 
soon restored; extensive, permanent im- 
provements completed, and the tax rate 
reduced. If these facts were not a part 
of the city’s history, ‘tthe story might 
pass with the verity of a nursery 
rhyme. 
Galveston Is a Test. 

It was predicted that a system ‘Of gov- 
ernment enforced under pressure of a 
public calamity would not produce 
equitable results under normal condi- 
tions, but the new government by com- 
mission has been in successful opera&- 
tion in Galveston for more than eight 
years, and the citizens of that. city 
state that no extravagance or ‘‘graft” 
has tainted the city’s administrative of- 
ficials. 

The next most notable iMustration of 
the results of municipal. goverment 
commission is the city of Mowuston, 
Texas, the capital of the state, a large 
railroad center, with @& population of 
about one hundred thousand souls. 
Houston, lithe many cities, was in a4 
condition of political thralldonm, under 
the aldermanic system of government, 
suffering no more nor less, perhaps, than 
her sister cities from the incapacity of 
place-holders and an administratien of 
her affairs that was unsystematic. un- 
sufficient and ineffective. The lwgson 
taught by Galveston having been ktienly 
watched for results, the citizens of Hyus- 
ton determined to try the new’ sysiem. 
This meant war to tHe last ditch whkh 
the city hall brigade and all their em- 
ployees, henchmen and “rounders,” wi:h 
the result that they found the Gitch and 
strayed there. 

The results from the new government: 
in Houston are as remarkable as the rec- 
Ord of Galveston. The. commissioners 
found no _ difficulty in restoring the 
city’s credit, and paid off during the 
first year an old floating debt of three 
hundred and eighty-five thousand dol- 
lars, and, in addition, they purchased 
the plant that furnished water to the 
city for $900,000, paying nearly one-halr 
of that sum in cash out of the current 
revenues, and the remainder in bonds at 
a low rate of interest, which brought a 
premium in open market. 


The Plan of Government. 

Probably the best guarded and ‘‘up- 
to-date” provisions under the new sys- 
tem are contained in the Des Moines 
charter. Des Moines is a growing city 
in Iowa, with a hundred- thousand ac- 
tive, pushing citizens, and in their char- 
ter it would seem that every possible 
contingency and condition ‘that could 
arise in the administration of the city’s 
affairs were carefully thought out to 
a logical conclusion. The cnange to the 
new system was the result of ineffici- 
ency and waste on the part of the of- 
ficigis under the aldermanic Pian that 


brought about an upheaval and a de- 


mand for reform, and a change to the 
new system by commission, and, it is 
said, that the pent up feeling of many 
years was turned loose and made every 
mother’s son and daughter, too, a mu- 
nicipal patriot. 

Under the Des Moines plan, there 
are five commissioners elected by the 
people, one of whom is voted for as 
mayor, and this commission, as a board, 
has entire control and administration 
of all the affairs of the city. 4In aa- 
dition, each commissioner has charge of 
one or more departments, for the eco- 
nomical, prompt and honest administra- 
tion of which he is held personally re- 
sponsible. The board of commissioners 
engage all the employees necessary to 
conduct the affairs of the municipality, 
requiring sufficient bond from those 
who hold positions of trust. The com- 
mission employs a city attorney. a treas- 
urer, assessors and others, there being 
no appointees and each one so employed 
must respond fully to the duties re- 
quired of him or another will be em- 
ployed in his place. 

The Departments. 


To the mayor is assigned the depart- 
ment of public affairs. To each of the 
four commissioners is assigned one of 
the following departments: Depart- 
ment of public finances and accounts, 
department of public safety, depart- 
ment: of public streets and improve- 
ments, and the department of public 
property and parks. Other departments 
are directed by the board of commis- 
sioners. 

The commissioners are elected every 
two years, or, in some cities, the terms 
of service expire at different times. The 
salaries range from $1,200 to $3,500 per 
year for the mayor, and from $1,000 
to $3,000 per year°for each commis- 
sioner, according to the size of the city 
and the wishes of the :people.

Under this provision many § of. the 
employees, except unskilled laborers, 
are required to pass civil service ex- 
aminations before a board of exam- 
iners appointed bv the commissioners, 
who serve for six years, and are thus 
removed from the influence of politi- 
cians. 

Mouthly Reports Published. 

The commfssioners are required to 
publish every month a full statement 
of every dollar received and expended, 
showing in detail from whom it was 
received and to whom disbursed, These 
reports must be filed, published in the 
newspapers and copies furnished to the 
public library for filing and reference. 
Expert accountants are employed once 
a year to’examine all reports, the city’s 
books, and their findings are published 
in the daily papers. 

The Initiative. on 

By this provision the people can con- 
trol legislation by preparing an ordi- 
nance and submitting it on a‘ petition 
signed by 25 per cent of the voters, 
and the board is required within twen- 
ty days to pass the ordinance without 
change or amendment, or submit it to 
a vote of the people, and, if carried, it 
becomes a law. 

The Referendum, 

This provides for submission to the 
vote of the people ‘all special privi- 
leges and public franchises, and a pe- 
tition, signed by 25 per cent of the 
votors, requires the board to submit to 
popular vote any ordinance or resolu- 
tion (unless it be an emergency meas- 
ure adopted by a two-thirds vote) for 
their decision, and a like petition re- 
quires the boari to hold up any ordi- 
nance Or resolution which they may at- 
tempt to pass and to submit it to the 
people, 


The Recall. 

This law provides relief in cases 
where a commissioner should fail to 
discharge faithfully his~official. trust. 
A petition, signed by 25 per cent of 
the voters and filed with the city clerk, 
an@ which states the charges against 
the commissioner, requires the mayor 
to order an election in thirty days, in 
which any person may become a candi- 
date, and the candidate receiving the 
highest vote will be declared to be the 
commissioner elected.

System, Contrastedc. 

One of the most serious defects in 
the alfermanic system is the intermin- 
able delays in the transaction of busi- 
ness. ‘The usual course of a petition 
presentvd to council, if it obtains a 
first reating within a month of presen- 
tation, is its reference to a no-quorum 
committe, and finally by them re- 
turned to a no-quorum council, to be 
fished out from a batch of other peti- 
tions after weeks, or perhaps months, 
to be sent to another no-querum com- 
mittee, and thus it goes on its pa- 
tience-racking journey, to be probably 
“lost in the shuffle.’ 

A recent writer has 
contrasting the two plans of govern- 
ment: “What makes the commission 
more democratic, more responsive to 
the people’s will, is this: The respon- 
Sibility is fixed and a popular remedy 
supplied. The people can know about 
five commissioners; they can remember 
their names, their public and private 
lives, their daily acts. They can know 
whether one man in charge of the po- 
lice department is giving them a safe 
city: they can know whether the man 
in charge of the streets is giving them 
a clean city, If the people fail to get 
any of these things, they know whom 
to blame. There is no referring to com- 
mittees, no shifting of responsibility to 
a city council which would not furnish 
the money, or to a board of public 
works, or to an alderman in an alien 
ward, or to a mayor who does not 
care about criticism, or to a political 
machine which controls nominations, or 
to the “boss’’ who runs the political 
machine, or to the respectable citizen 
who bribed the “boss,” or the corpora- 
tion which employed the respectable 
citizen, etc. 

Which Shall it Be? 

With the varied and multiplied du- 
ties required to successfully conduct 
the affairs of a growing city, the ques- 
tion arises, can a city council of twenty- 
five or thirty or more, under the alder- 
manic system, that meets for an hour 
or two, say once in two week (pro- 
vided they have a quorum), measure up 
to the fulfiliment of their duties to the 
people in the management of the many 
complex proposition which necessarily 
come before them, 80 as to compare 
with the work of a board ‘of five com- 
missioners, held personally responsible 
who are in session every day, and 
whose entire time is devoted to the 
duties which the people placed on them, 
and for which they are paid from the 
city treasury?

1f the people of Atlanta 
should elect to adopt the commission 
system for a period of five years, and 
it should not produce the good results 
that have blessed the people who are 
living under it in other cities, how easy 
it would be to resume under the oid 
charter. Is it not worth a trial, in view 
of all that has been accomplished in 
other places? There are two kinds of 
government for cities—one is political, 
the other is a government conducted by 
business men on business methods.

Of the comparatively few extensive, unjast and outrageous, if 
ful, discriminations on the part of railroads which still survive, 
privilege known as “rebilling,” accorded to Nashville, Tenn., stands out, in 
this section of the country, at least, as the most flagrant and commercially 
oppressive piece of favoritism with which business interests have had to 
contend in recent years. | 

A system which permits Nashville, and Nashville alone, of all cities, to 
ship a carioad of grain or hay to Griffin, Newnan and other points in At- 
lanta’s territory, and even to East Point, right at her very doors, at $12 to 
$15 cheaper than the Atlanta merchant can supply that trade, is clearly un- 
lawful on the ground of inequity, if not a specific violation. 

And yet that is what the “rebilling” privilege means and. that is how it 
affects not only Atlanta, but every city in Georgia—in fact, most of those 
in southeastern territory. 

it will be a matter of some surprise to those who have not kept posted 
with reference to this situation to know that the railroads involved are se- 
riously and determinedly defending this manifest injustice before the inter- 
state commerce commission, and for some reason not apparent are seeking 
to give Nashville practically the entire grain and hay trade of the south- 
east. , 

It was because of the refusal of the railroads interested even to enter- 
tain a proposition looking to the relief of merchants in Georgia cities that 
W. 8. Duncan & Co. and other grain dealers located in Atlanta, Macon, 
Augusta, Athens, Albany, Columbus, Rome and other Georgia cities, brought

The Georgia merchants complain of at least three things by which the 

roads have made Nashville “the most favored” city as respects grain 
shipments: Rebilling, which gives that city the advantage of shipping on 
through rates from Ohio and Mississippi river crossings to any point in 
southern territory, the payment to the Nashville merchant of 3-4 of a cent 
per 100 pounds for sacking and elevator charges, which amounts practically 
to a rebate, and the fact that rates in carload lots and less than carload 
lots are the same per 100 pounds, which enables the Nashville merchant to 
buy in large quantities and ship in small quantities at the proportion of the 
through rate on an entire car. 

Under the rebilling privilege the Nashville merchant can buy a car of 
grain in Memphis, hold it in Nashville for any period up to six months, and 
then reship it to Atlanta at a total cost not exceeding the through rate of 
20 cents from Memphis to Atlanta direct. 

But that is not the worst of it. A dealer in Griffin wants to buy a 
carload of oats. Atlanta is, logically and geographically, his proper market. 
The Atlanta wholesale dealer pays 24 cents per 100 pounds upon the car 
of oats as the through rate from Nashville and 8 cents as the local rate to 
Griffin, a total of 32 cents. 

But the Nashville merchant can beat that and give the Atlanta dealer 
cards,and spades. He pays 10 cents to Nashville, receives 3-4 of a cent per 
100 pounds from the railroads for sacking and elevator charges, and then 
reships, not at the rate from Nashville, but at the through rate from Lovis- 
ville to Griffin, which is 29 cents—a total difference of $15 on a carload of 
40,900 pounds in favor of the Nashville dealer. 

Can there be any question as to where the Griffin retailer is going to 
place his order? 

The foregoing facts apply to every city in Georgia. Nashville can reach 
Bamberg, S. C., at $12 to $15 a car cheaper than can Augusta. Nashville 
can deliver in Milledgeville cheaper than Macon, in Dawson cheaper than 
Columbus, in Elberton cheaper than Athens or Augusta. 

It is this artificial] advantage which the railroads have created in favor 
of Nashville which has seriously damaged and threatens to destroy the grain 
cities.

» of the interstate commerce law, in that it cre- 

fites a favored class of shippers, and the interstate commerce commission 
has practically so held in sim ar cases which have been before it. 
If it is not such violation, then the discrimination should either be re- 
moved or the privilege granted ‘40 the dealers in all other cities asking it, 
that they may stand upon precisely the same footing in the matter of com. 
petition. 

Nowhere else except in Nashville , do the railroads pay this 3-4 of a cent 
“rebate” to grain merchants ostensibly for sacking and elevator charges, 
and nowhere else save in southeastern territQry pte the same rates charged 
for carload and less than carload lots of grain. 

That it costs the railroads more to transport small quantities than carload 
lots is a fact about which there is no argument. When the same rate, 
therefore, is applied to both, it is apparent that the carload shipper must pay 
part of the added expense attached to handling smaller quantities. 
Through the maintenance of the same rates on carload and less than 
carload lots, the Nashville shipper is given the additional advantage of being 
able to buy in quantities and ship in small lots under the rebilling privilege, 
or, in other words, to secure the advantages of rebilling he need not necessa- 
rily ship a carload, but only 100 pounds! 

In its palmiest days of rebating and competition crushing, Standard Oil 
was never guilty of any more flagrant practices than this! 

In their attempt to justify the artificial building up of Nashville as the 
southeastern grain market the railroads have presented ,no substantial argu- 
ment. The ridiculous claim that Nashville is a “primary grain market” is 
about ag reasonable as was the term applied to Chattanooga, Atlanta, Macon 
or any other city to which direct through shipments are made. 

The only plausible argument which they have presented, that of Cum 
berland river competition, is well answered in the fact that this does not 
extend south of Nashville, hence could not affect traffic to this side of that 
city. 

There are other evil features in this system, such as the possibility of 
fraud, arising out of the fact that the identity of a particular shipment of 
grain is lost in Nashville, into which it is not necessarv to go. 

It will be sufficiently apparent to what unjust and unlawful extent the 
railroads have gone in building up Nashville, artificially, as a grain market 
at the expense of the trade throughout all the cities of Georgia and many of 
those in néighboring statds. 

All the Georgia grain dealers are asking of the interstate commerce com- 
mission is “a square deal.”

should justly be accorded to Atlanta, Macon, Augusta, Columbus and every 
other city affected and desiring them. 

There is no possible question as to the justice of their complaint, and 
if law perniits such unjust discrimination, it can only be said that it is 
a bad law which fails to square with justice. 

There is, apparently, but one satisfactory olution to the problem and 
that is the complete abolition of that special privilege whose survival is an 
anachronism which has strangely escaped the obliterating effect of a public 
sentiment aroused to a sense of justice and fair dealing.

There will be no political gadding about, no speechgnaking tours, no 
trips here and there to look after fences, once the new governor has taken 
hold upon the public business.

HOW TARIFF TALK HURTS. 


Announcement ot the cut in prices of steel products by the head of the 
Steel trust, due. to the stagnation in business which, in turn, has been 
brought about by tariff agitation, is already productive of serious effect in 
the steel industry. 

The Lackawanna Stee] Company, one of the larger independent concerns, 
has announced a reduction in wages throughout its entire force of employees 
amounting to 10 per cent and, in some instances, even more. 

Other smaller concerns have taken or are about to take similar steps, 
and it is predicted in some instances large numbers of steel workers will 
be laid off until the trade improves. 

Thus the tariff agitation in its effect upon a single industry reaches out 
to others which are dependent, in a measure, upon the laborer as a. con- 
sumer. Labor has less to spend, and general trade suffers accordingly. 

The effect upon the steel industry and, through it, upon other lines of 
business, furnishes a well-defined concrete instance of a principle which may 
be applied to practically every other trade and industry whose products are 
the subfect of tariff agitation suggestive of material increase or decrease 
of duty. 

Among others, the coffee and tea trade are just about-as badly upset, 
and already, far in advance of congressional action upon the proposal to put 
a duty on these articles, the dealers are about to advance the prices. 

Of course, there is no way now of stopping the congressional tariff talk. 

But the extra session can somewhat lesson the wea erasat evils by cut- 
ting the talk short. 

And it can prevent their recurrence, which it should not fail to do, by 
the creation of a properly planned tariff commission to deal with this sub- 
ject in the future.

Nashville, Ga., March 6.—(Special.)— 
Nashville, the county seat of Berrien 
county, situated on the new Georgia 
and Florida railway, is a pretty south 
Georgia town, laid out in the good old- 
fashioned way—in a square with the 
court house in the center.

In these are two banks, the 
First National and the Farmers’; three 
drug stores, with furnishings and fix- 
tures so expensive as to elicit the at- 
tention and praise of every visitor to 
the town. The hotel here, the Marian, 
is also famous in this section. 

Growth of the Town. 

How the town has grown the last 
decade is expressed in these figures: 
1900, 300 population; 1909, 2,500 popu- 
lation, From 300 to 2,00 is what 
Nashville has done the last nine years. 
And still the town has not quit. It 
will likely do as well the next decade, 
for this new Georgia and Florida rail- 
“@ad has just some, and with its in- 
fluence and assistance in Nashville, like 
other towns along its line, will continue 
to develop. 

The town has its saw mill in town, 
besides others near by; its planing mill 
and variety works. The citizens are 
now organizing to build a cotton seed 
oll mill and fertilizer factory, and some 
outside capital would do well to get in 
touch with that movement in Nashville, 
for it is a good farming section. The 
next few years will witness a great in- 
crease in the mumber of farms in al}l of 
south Georgia. As it becomes known

The Ball Ground Cotton Mills, under its 
reorganization, has started actively -to 
work on its buildings with every pros- 
pect of pushing the completion of the 
mill plant and the sixty-odd operatives’ 
houses with all possible haste. The 
company was recently reorganized with 
the following officeis and directorate: 
President, Frederick A. Abbott, a prae- 
tical mill superintendent from England; 
Vice president, Lowry Boling: secretary, 
W. C. Allen; treasurer, J. E. Farmer: 
directors, F. A. Abbott, Lowry Boling, 
W. C. Allen, J. C. Farmer, F. M. How- 
ell, C. M. Wofford, R. lL. Cook, B. B. 


t Scarbrough and H. C. Farmer. 


The company was isconporated early 
in 1906 and dirt broken for the plant, 
but mot until recentiv, when the reor- 
ganization was perfected, did the enter- 
prise take on new Iife. An issue of 
$225,000, 50-year, 6 per cent bonds has 
been made. It is propdsed to start with 
a capital of $460,000, one-half being in 
common stock, held mainly by § the 
farmers and local capltalists, the re- 
maining $225,000 being raised from the 
mentioned.

London, March 6.—General Booth will 
be 80 years old on April 10, and, all over 
the world, Salvationists of every degree 
and almost every color are preparing to 
.eélebrate the event. In many respects 
this birthday of the general will be a 
momentou, occasion. It not only repre- 
sents the fact that the general has ex- 
‘ceeded by a decade the biblical “three- 
score years and ten,” but promises to be 


almost a turning point in the fate of | 


the vast organization over which, at 
present, he exercises autocratic con- 
trol. 

In the thousands of army barracks and 
Outposts in various countries, specula- 
-tion is rife as to General Booth’s pos- 
sible successor, for one thing is fairly 
certain, the time is rapidly approaching 
when that will have to be announced. 
Most ptople imagine that no one else 
_but Bramwell Booth, the general's eldest 
son, and present chief-of-staff of the 
army, can succeed to the head of the 
@rganization when the great moving 
spirit has departe4. But, onethe other 
hand, there are weighty opinions to the 
effect that Bramwell has not the domi- 
nating individuality for the job, and that 
when the genera] passes from the thea- 
ter of activity, the army wil: fai? to 
pleces—or, ff not, will be kept going 
without a ‘general. ”

Strate that thé organization over which 
he’ ‘presides is a -permanent 6ne, quite 
capable of sustaining’ itself in full effi- 
ciency even after the general has passed 
away. The feeling of uncertainty as 
to Whether or not the general will be 
with the army next, year has brought 
out the emotional-side of the birthday 
festivities, and they’ promise to be an 
event’ unique in the history of the Sal- 
vation Army. 

It has been arranged that several 
monster meetings will be Held in Lon- 
don during the week in which Aprll 10 
falls, and at a number of these the 
general himself will preside. As it 
might be the last occasion on which 
many of his followers will have the op- 
portunity of seeing the general in his 
old-time role of leader addressing his 
own “‘flock,’’ these meetings will attract 
‘Balvationists from all over Europe, and 
-it is expected that even the army jubilee 
celebration of a few years ago will be 
surpassed. As the separate army organ- 
izations in the twenty-five different coun- 
tries where Salvationism is definitely es- 
tablished number 8,358, and comprise 
more than 16,000 officers, this celebra- 
tion will be an international one in every 
sense of the word. 

Owing to the fact that the general 
was recently. operated upon for catar 
ract, it was supposed that he would not 
have sufficiently recovered to attend 
these exhausting functions in connection 
‘with hi, birthday. ‘But, despite his in- 
firmities and years, the aged leader still 
possesses an imunense fund of vitality 
and exercises his control over every de- 
tail of army organization almost as vig- 
Orously as ever. He has announced his 
Delief that he will yet live to be 150, 
and certainly personal contact with him 
foes not belie the possibility. 


| Visit to General Booth. 

The writer recently visited General 
Booth at hig home, Rookstone, at Haa- 
ley ‘Wood, on the outskirts ef London, 
and fouhd him overwhelmed in business, 
dictating letters and orders to his com- 
manding officers, and scarcely permit- 
ting himself a moment's rest. This was 
@nly a few days after his operation, and 

was keeping practically the same 
hours whicb he had observed previous 
to his illness. 

He lives in a commodipus, but plain- 
fy furhished home, of the “country 
mansion” type. Everything about the 
‘piace bespeaks ey combined 
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the greatest probability of success.

figure is erect, and he gives the im- 
pression. of being over six: feet’ in 
height.

Being accuustomed te domineer over 
dictate to every. one with whom he 
comes in contact, the general’s man- 
ner is anything but pleasant; though 
when sitting for his picture before the 
camera he is an ideal subject, so far 
as immobility is concerned. The gen- 
eral is such a tremendous worker that 
he seems to regard any time as lost 
which is not spent in attending,to af- 
fairs of the army. He usually man- 
ages to keep two or three secretaries 
busy most of the time. Not satisfied 
with working his full !Obours per day, 
he frequently converts his bed-room 
into a workshop. He has always suf- 
fered from insomnia and when not able 
to sleep, gets up in the night and 
works away at anything which has 
been occupying his attention in the 
daytime. 

Showing himself no leniency when it 
comes to work, the general exercises 
very little consideration for others. It 
is only when physically worn out him- 
self that he consents to rest. Though 
‘sleeping badly, the general is always 
an early riser, and gets down to busi- 
hess almost immediately after his very 
plain breakfast. He is abstemious in 
eating, drinks nothing but water, and 
wastes no time over his choice vianis, 
Hmiting himself to a plain diet. He 
expects all those around him to follow 
his example, and wae betide any sal- 
vationist whom he catches “taking 
things easy,” 


Never Kuown to Swear Aloud. 

The general has never possessed a 
reputation for consideration for those 
in his immediate surroundings, and 
his recent illness has put his nervous 
temperament on a great strain. He 
does not make any strenuous effort to 
contro] his feelings, or to refeain fom 
expressing his sentiments on any sub- 
ject on which he has an _ opinion. 
While it is true the general has never 
been known to swear aloud, his bit- 
ing remarks and manneér of giving or- 
ders are about the next best thing to 
profanity it is possible .to imagine, 
and it might be-.said that-though the 
general does not himself indulge in 
“cuss words,” he is the cause of their

ment’s hesitation. It will be remember- 
ed that for some years even Bramwell 
Booth and the general did not get along 
very well together, though their dis- 
agreement was eventually patched up. 


Future of the Army. 

The exact. situation of the internal] af- 
fairs of the Salvation Army at the pres- 
ent time thave been describe@ to the 
writer by an ex-commissioner, who was 
once in the innermost councils of the 
general, who, for obvious reasons, does 
not wish his name to appear. 

‘Tt is a difficult thing to predict what 
will become of the Salvation Army when 
the general goes out of it,” said this 
one-time member of the general staff. 
“The army today is what might be de- 
scribed as a ‘one-man show.’ Millions 
of salvationists all ovér the world be- 
lieve in the general, and look upon him 
as a veritable prephet, but they have 
not the same faith In the army itself, 
Simply as an organization. The religion 
of the army is the special doctrine of 
the general When he dies, or is tre- 
moved from the scene, there is abso- 
lutely no one else who can supply his 
Place in just the same way in which he 
fulfils it. 

“The general, after all, is ome of the 
most remarkable personages of the coun- 
try. He is a profound stwdent of hu- 
man nature. I know from personal ex- 
perience what a wonderful insight he 
has into character. He can look at a 
man once and immediately size him up. 
As a rule, his judgment in these mat- 
ters has always ‘been correct. 

“‘Where the general differs from Bram- 
well Booth, in my opinion, is this: he 
has always worked among men. In his 
early days he was on the street cor- 
ners preaching, organizing, and spread- 
ing the light. He came into contact in 
after years with hundreds of influential 
people, from the King down, and he has 
always gone direct to the open book 
of humanity. He knows just what 


tion, and his personality is a power. He 
is not what might be called a learned 
man in the academic sense, though he 
reads a great deal—mostly religious 
books, and those connected with social 
problems—though he is not a socialist in 
any sense of the word.

He knows the man on the street 
and the ‘lassie’ who occupies the hum- 
blest post, and he also knows what 
men to pick out in order to place them 
at the head of affairs.

A single newspaper advertisement, standing 
alone, cannot rhap s be said to possess within itself 
the quality. o cateabnesey of pertinacity. It can, 
however, form a part of and bear out a plan which 
a business house adhered to strictly for years. 

_., The trade mark, or name of a house which is 
reproduced in newspaper publicity in an individual 
or characteristic style, indicates that each adver- 
tisement containing it is one of a series or that 
the use of advertising space is an established policy 
of the house. 

In no other way can a merchant win.confi- 
dence or establish so thorough a credit with the 
public as by advertising prudently and persistently 

in the newspapers. 

Confidence is a plant of slow growth, but per- 
sistency is its sun, rain and fertilizer. 

When_ the late Frank Cooper, of Siegel, 
Cooper & Co., was running a store in Peoria and 
needed $10,000 he did not go to the bank for it. He 
frankly told the people that he wanted to raise this 
amount of money and got it by offering them in- 
-ducgements for immediate purchases. 

Persistency in an advertiser is necessary to 
establish such a reputation with the people that he 
can command co-operation like this. 

An advertiser establishes his character with 
the public the same as he does with hie bank by 
Paifll thee in making promises and failing to 

Ifill them. A credit with the great general public 
is a-very present help in time of need. 

A persistent advertising campaign covering a 
period of three m legitimate pers. will 
seldom fail to produce a good will asset that is worth 
more to the advertiser than the entire amount spent 
in newspaper space during that time. 

In preparing a newspaper advertisement, re- 
os this le quality of persistency—the fact that it

Fake Marriages Is Worst De- 
vice of Procurers for White 
Slavery — 5,000 in Chicago 
Who Live Off Their Victims’ 
Earnings. 


Chicago, March 6.—(Specta!.j)—Invest#i- 
gations by the agents of the United 
Siates district attorney's offices have 
resulted in the assertion by Assistant 

istrict Attorney Parkin that fully 
5.000 men. “owners” of white slaves in 
the disorderly houses of Chicago, live 
in idleness off the earnings of their vic- 
tims. This startling assertion and the 
state laws which he recommended in an 
article in the Chicago magazine, Wom- 
an’s World, have been indorsed by the 
Tilinois Vigilance Association. The legis- 
lation hits hardest at these “owners” by 
making their work a felony. Fake mar- 
riages is a frequent device by which in- 
nocent girls are obtained for lives of 
shame. Mr. Parkin asserts in this article 
and he cites such cases. 

In tndorsing these bills, the Tlinois 
. Vigilance Association. which has deal: 
with many cases where marriage, fake 
or genuine, were used as a means of 
procuring girls, has recommended that 
the enactment provide that the estate of 
marriage shall be no bar to testimony 
Of gir! victims. 

Mr. Parkin's recommendation that de- 
tention of girls in disorderly houses to 
compel the liquidation of indebtednesé be 
made a felony, as explained bv him. fur- 
nishes the reason for the term “white 
slaves.” which has heen annlied to the 
girl victims of the appalling traffic 
which the state legislatures of Tilinois 
and other states soon will be called upon 
to crush. 

Syatem of Debt. 

"One of the greatest weapons in the 
hands of the white slavers and of the 
keepers of houses of !l!-fame to prevent 
the escane of fresh recruits and to sub- 
merze them into hopeless slavery is the 
evetem of indebtedness, which {s prac- 
tieed in these places,” sayg@ Mr. Parkin. 

“The one object of those concerned in 
the subjugation of a girl who has he- 
come a victim to the wiles of the white 
slaver is to hreak down all hope of es- 
cape from the life of shame and hit- 
ferness into which thev have heen en- 
trapned. Nothing has been found so 
effective a means to this erd as the debt- 
or svstem. The first thing a etrl Is 
compelled to do on being thrown {Into 
one of these houses is to buy an expen- 
sive wardrobe at from five to six times 
{ts actual value. 

“To jhe more definite, T have in my 
nossembion hills, rendered against certain 
inmates taken from the dens. In these 
bills stockings costing - 75 cents have 
heen charged at $3; shoes costing $2.50 
are charged at $8. and kimonos costing 
$4 are charged at $15. As the goods 
themselves were seized as well as the 
bills for them, T am able to make this 
siatement. In every case T have found 
that the girl was compelled to renew 
her outfit of finery whenever the keeper 
so dictated. without regard to her need 
of it. Our investigations have all shown 
that when a keeper imagined that a girl, 
an inmate, is intending to leave the place 
either ovenly or secretly, a new outfit 
is forced upon her at absurd figures, 
and she is told that she cannot leave 
the place until every cent of her  in- 
debtedness has been wiped out, and that 
if she attempts to do so the officers of 
the law will be called !n and she will 
be Brought back. In the dozens of 
cases which I have examined, there has 
not been a single one which has fafled 
to show evidence of this kind. I have 
in my possession numerous copies of 
bills rendered against these wretched 
women, in which their costumes reach 
as high a figure as $1,200 and even $1.- 
500. This indebtedness system is mu- 
tually recognized and enforced between 
the keepers of ail howses: in other 
words, no girl can leave one house 
and enter another unless she is able to 
show that she leaves no indebtedness 
behind her.”

The Ocmulgee, at the site of the dam, 
is about 360 feet wide, and flows 
through a hilly section of Butts coun- 
i ty.

Great Possibilities. 

What this immense undertaking — will 
mean to the industrial interests of cen- 
tral Georgia can hardly be estimated. 
It is certain that the business men in- 
terested have a great deal of faith. 
They are working as if they had the 
secret stores of the Bonanza kings, and 
are saying little about results. An al- 
most inexhaustible supply of power is 
promised from this single plant. What 
the market will be is yet an unexplored 
side of the undertaking. Of course, there 
have been estimates.

And the manu- 
facturer who expects to hold the con- 
sumer’s confidence will fight shy of 
substances like benzoate of soda. and 
doubtful blends and @ubious  bleach- 
ings, as he would avoid short meas- 
ure. ; 

What a wonderful showing it is as 
to the power of open dealing. 

‘Here is the head of a governmental 
bureau. From the very first he has 
fought for the consumer. If he has 
erred it has been always on the side 
of the people, not the manufacturer. 
The housewife knew that whatever 
else might be true her household was 
secure as long as she bought accord- 
ing to this man’s decisions. 

Time and again he has been nearly 
beaten. Voluminous briefs, costly cam- 
pafgns, almost irresistible political in- 
fluence, have now and then clouded 
his position.

Bast Liverpool, Ohio, March 6.—A de- 
cision was handed down in the Colum- 
biana county court by Judge W. W. Hole 
today, ruling that liquor can be sold on 
the Ohio rivet without violating the 
law.

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Spitballist Passes Through En |. 
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IMPROVE BASKETBALL! 


Only Remedy That Will Eliminate the Delays ‘That Dis- 
please Spectators—Some Interesting 
: Baseball Dope. 


Now that the basketball season is over, 
itsis, perhaps, worth while pointing out 
that the principal objection spectators 
have to voice against the game is that 
there are altogether too many interrup- 
tions to the. steady progress of a match 
game. In the main this is always due 
to the fact that so many fouls are call- 
ed by the officials and the consequent ne- 
cessity for stopping the ‘game each time 
to apply the penalty. 

The Last Word on Basketball. 


Two ways only present themselves as 


methods of avoiding interruptions of this 
nature. Firstly, we me¢y #0 alter the 
game itself as to do away with the em- 
bargo against certain features of the 
game as now played, allowing such fac- 
tors .as carrying the ball, a'! kinds of 
dribbling, passing the ball on a run, play- 
ing the ball from the rear of an oppo- 
nent with both arms, etc. To permit 
ali these things to be done that are now 
prohibited would be to greatly change 
the entire nature of the game. Probably 
it would be sufficient to obviate present 
difficulties concerning carrying of the 
ball and passing it on a run by granting 
players the right to take, say, three or 
four full steps as an outside limit, 
which would give them plenty of) time 
in which to pass the ball, yet not entitle 
them to convert the play into a football 
touchdown proposition. It is, however, 
indisputable that many ether technical 
features of the game could neither be 
cut out nor changed without transform- 
ing it so its own father would never 
know it. 

If the players themselves would only 
quit breaking the rules, of course there 
would be no need of change. As, how- 
ever, all teams do, we find, commit a 
great many of all kinds of. fouls, tne 
trouble must Me not with the intent of 
the players, or surely we should find 
some teams free of their commission, but 
largely with officials themselves. i 
should say that in cases where the ot- 
fenses were nct of an aggravative na- 
ture and did not seriously interfere with 
the real merits of the other team’s play, 
the umpire would do best not to notice 
trifling infractions. The trouble is now 
that the officials themselves differ so 
widely the country over in their inter- 
pretat-ons and applications of the press 
ent rules. Whereas an official in one 
city will permit an almost rough and 
tumble fight between the opposing teams, 
another’. official in another city will 
scarcely allow a player of either team 
to crook a little finger without calling g 
foul. It is going to take time to es- 
tablish uniform usage here and bring 
about the happy mean. 

One clasg of fouls should, however, be 
handled in an altogether different way. 
They are the kind which embrace all 
forms of dirty play or unnecessary 
roughness, These should be punished 
not merely by giving the offended team 
a* free throw with the chance of gain- 
ing a point if.they happen to have an 
expert foul shooter, but by giving them 
an actual: point to start with and the 
chance in addition. The increased pen- 
alty will operate to make a rough team 
be much more ecareful about the style 
of its play, and will certainly result in 
less fouls of this nature being comm!t- 
ted. To this extent there will be 
less interruptions of the game. 
As matters: now stand, some _ teams. 
when they, note that the opponents have 
no good foul shooter, grow very care- 
less pr indifferent as to how many or 
what. kind of fouls they commit. They 
perceive that the penalty, even if detect- 
ed, is likely to be utterly nil, and they 
g0°-On committing fouls with impunity. 
If the officials could award a point to 
the other téam offhand on such occasions 
we should eee less fouling. :

College Sportd at Normal Again, 

The fact that the Western Conference 
colleges recently voted to allow seven 
games for next fall's football schedules 
indicates that in their opinion the days 
of frenzied college athletics are about 
yover and that college sports generally 
have returned to their normal and a 
properly healthy condition again. All 
will recall the reform wave that swept 
over the country several years ago, and 
I must say that in my candid opinion 
one was sadly needed. Wverywhere the 
new brooms have swap clean, however, 
and things in the college athletic world 
are, as spick and span as though Soot 
and Smudge had just been given the 
G. B. by the arrival of Grandma. 

Not only are the western colleges 
permitted to once more play a fairly 
full schedule of football games, ~ but 
southern colleges are again playing a 
full-up schedule of baseball games as 
well. Nearly all are playing as many 
as twenty or more, while some are go- 
ing to play as many as thirty and 
thirty-five. The latter number, I will 
have to admit, are quite a good many. 
Cerffinly that number. could not ~ be 
Played at an engineering school with 
thorough consistency. But that is a 
matter for each individual faculty to 
judge of. 

Another Hitting Suggestion. 

The manager of the LfIncoln, Neb., 
Western League team, Mr. W. H. Fox, 
is out in an original suggestion to im- 
prove the hitting in baseball. It is con- 
ceded that all would like to see more 
fbingles, but the big lights of the game 
can’t see their way clear to cut out the 
foul strike rule, to move the pitcher 
closer up, to eliminate the spit ball or 
conform to any of the many suggestions 
that have so far been sprung. ‘Yet 
something must pe done. 

Mr. Fox suggests that for the pur- 
pose of giving the fielding team a 
greater amount of territory to cover, 
the foul lines be widened out a trifle 
so that at first and third bases they will 
be two and a half feet outside of where 
the first and third bags are located, 
while in the outfield this changed angle 
will give the right and left fielders 
about eight feet more of territory to 
cover than at present. The bases would 
remain just where they now are, so that 
base-runners would still have only 
Minety feet to go, and they . would 
either be “‘safe’’ or “out” at the same 
Places as at present, but for the pur- 
pose of deteftmining whether a batted 
ball was fair or foul the angle between 
the first and third base lines should be 
increased a little beyond 90 degrees. 

On the whole this is a splendid sug- 
gestion. Most any innovation of this 
character would seem strange at first 
and. somewhat at variance with the set 
rules aS we have come to regard them, 
but this would be no more singular than 
was the introduction of the foul strike 
rule in its day nor the cutting down of 
the number of balls on which a batsman 
would be permitted to take his base 
from five to four, when it was first 
done. If none of the other suggestiors 
find favor in the eyes of the powers 
that be, why not give this new one a 
trial; it at least has the merit of orig- 
inality. 

Of course, to thus widen out the fou! 
lines would not help the batsman to hit 
the ball any oftener, but it. would re- 
Sulit in many more -safe hits, which 
means men on bases and plenty of 
base-running, and higher. scores and 
more exciting plays and moments in the 
game. Your professional player does 
not need a rule to enable him to hit 
the ball oftener, but merely to make it 
go safe oftener. I grant such a rule 
as this would not hekp the amateur to 
the extent it would the professional], as 
what the amateur needs most is some- 
thing to help him first of ail to just 
encougter the sphere. 

This suggested change is one that the 
rule-makers would do well to take up 
and consider with great care.

Statement in an American paper that 
Frederick Day holds the record in turn- 
ing out 90,000 words per week has 
drawn attention to the rate of output 
by English authors. One book’ of 100,- 
000 words is the usual yearly average 
of the best authors in England, though 
one or two do two books and eidnabaas tee 
three in a year. Miss Braddon has 
written fifty-seven novels in thirty- 
eight years; S. R. .Crockett, fifteen in 
six years; Frankfort Moore, thirty-six 
in twenty-four years: Jerome K. Je- 
rome, sixteen in eleven years, while 
Mrs. Macquoid has produced fifty-seven 
books in thirty-seven years. 

Speaking of the last-named writer, it 
might be mentioned that Mrs. Kathar- 
ine Macquoid is now 85 years old, and 
still turns out her “usual average - of 
daily work. She does eight hours’ 
steady work each day, turning out be- 
tween 2,000 and 5,000 words, using the 
typewriter, except for what. she calls 
“emotional” passages, which, she finds, 
refuse to be produced by anything but 
a pen, 

One famous and painstaking novelist, 
who does not wish his name mentioned, 
writes 1,000 words every day in the 
year, rain or shine, skk or well, Sun- 
days included. This work is always 
done between breakfast and lunch. - His 
publishers have recently complained 
that 365,000 words a year is too much, 
and have asked him to hmit his out- 
put, 

Robert Barr has adopted a very novel 
way of writing his stories: He dix- 
tates into a phonograph and finds it 
a relly capital way of relieving the 
drudger of typewriting or penman- 
ship. Authors with the “artistic” tem- 
perament are often appalled by the 
sheer drudgery of word-craft, and many 
refrain from writing on this account. 
Barr has his talking machine at his 
bedside and begins on his work even 
before getting up. By eleven o’clock, 
after breakfast, a typist takes the 
cylinders and a transcripf is ready for 
revision in the afternoon. Barr has 
found the phonograph a great saver 
of time. Several other writers are now 
adopting this system, 

Jerome K. Jerome dictates most of 
his work to a shorthand writer, as he 
finds that, in literary work, he can cor- 
rect as he goes along, whereas, with a 
machine, immediate revision is difficult 
and even confusing. 

Marie Corelli, differing from most 
modern authors, does all of her work 
with the pen. She is a careful and 
methodical writer, producing an aver- 
age of 3,000 words a day. Most of her 
“stuff” requires very little correction, 
but she always has it typed before go- 
ing to the printer. She has a “fad” for 
keeping her original manuscripts. They 
age tied up with ribbon and placed in 
a glass show case in the drawing 
room. Here you may ‘see her first book, 
“The Romance of Two Worlds,” duly 
labelled and exhibited. It is "interesting 
to note tin this connection that this 
particular book was refused by four 
Publishers’ readers—among whom was. 
Hall Caine—but the publisher—Bent- 
ley—read the MS. himsSelf and decided 
to bring it out simply because the opin- 
ions of his reasers were so unfavyor- 
able. He wisely \judged that the 
public should get to discussing tne work 
so strenuously it would mean big edi- 
tions. The book proved a phenomena! 
success. Bentley. paid only $200 for the 
copyright, but afterwards restored it to 
Misg Corelli. Wall Caine’s criticism of 
her book came to Miss Corelli’s knowl- 
edge and this accounts for the undying 
hatred which has always been said to 
exist between the two authors. Cyn- 
ical-minded folk, however, say that the 
“row” between Corelli and Hall Caine 
is Only a “‘stage’’ rumpus for the pur- 
pose of making advertising ‘‘copy.’’
